of the slightest surrender to the vor populi. He urged his coro- 
nation oath, and the impossibility of setting limits to the demands 
of the people. But his ministers were resolute. "The King loved 


his ease, and “agitation” appalled him, Catholic emancipation ` 
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was the first result. The Lords gave in at the desire of the 
monarch; and having thus, as they supposed, abandoned their 
outworks, they became more linked in their resolution to defend 


the citadel. 

But the people had found out their own strength, and resolved 
to pursue the siege. 

Who does not remember the progress of the Reform Bill, and 
the great crisis of 1832, when the country was for two or three 


days without a government? ‘The Commons were resolved ; the 
Peers were obstinate. There was no reasonable motive for the 


obstruction of the latter beyond an unworthy attachment to the 
power of corrupting the lower house by the return of their own 


borough nominees. William the Fourth felt the danger of his 
own position and that of the Peers in the issue of this contest; 
so the influence of the Crown was tried once again; and rather 
than see the House “ polluted” by an influx of reformers in the 
shape of apropos creations, the Peers again yielded. From that 


hour until the memorable triumph of Sir Robert Peel over the 
corn laws—the last great cheval de bataille of the Lords—we have 


seen the consequence of the House grow “ fine by degrees and 


beautifully less,” until the British public has ceased to concern 
itself about the fate of a Bill after it has passed the Commons ; 
and the first novelist of the day (Mr. D'Isracli) does not scruple 
to speak of a division in such terms as these :— 


The Duke was excited; even Lord Eskdale looked as if something 
had happened. Something had happened ; there had been a division 
in the House of Lords. Wank AND stantiinc EVENT!’ It seemed 
as if the peers were about to resume their functions. Divisions in the 
House of Lords are now a days so thinly scatlered, that when one 
occurs, the peers cackle as if they had laid an egg. They are quite 
proud of the proof of their still procreative powers ! 


We repeat, it was high time for the old building to come down, 
for it had long survived its fame. Let us hope that the atmo- 


sphere of the new palace will tend to revive the political health of 


the Lords. Change of scene may bring with it change of senti- 
ment. Through the dense vapour of the crazy edifice they have 
just vacated the Peers could view nothing distinctly ; a dim and 


hazy cloud of carburetted hydrogen obstructed their perception of 


national necessities, and they habitually impeded where they 
should have cordially assisted, Another five years of systematic 
opposition to popular wishes, and we should have had the Com- 
mons reviving the celebrated resolutions of the days of Charles L, 


when the House of Lords was voted “ useless and dangerous” to 


the people. 


Prussta.—Beruy, Marcu 23.—The edict of toleration, about 


which so much has been said, will appear shortly, the deliberations of 


the council upon it having been closed. From what has transpired, 
it appears that the principal points of it will be as follows: —A dis- 
tinction will be made between the churches which are recognised and 
the tolerated sects. The United Evangelical Church, which is at 
present the state church, and the Roman Catholic church, form the 
category of the recognised forms of worship; all dissenters, such as 
the ancient Lutherans or Paleolutherans, the German Catholics, or 
Dissenters, are to be comprised in the category of tolerated sects, and 
are to be placed under the control of the minister of the interior and 
of the police. ‘The other two churches are to remain in the attribu- 
tions of the minister of worship. ‘The ecclesiastics of the tolerated 
sects may adminis'er the sacraments, draw up civil acts, and keep re- 
gisters, which will consequently possess an official character. A 
question of some importance, which presented itself in the course 
of the discuss‘on, was, to whom the property of the church was to 
belong, in the event of the inhabitants of a commune passing from 
the recognised church to one of the sects? ‘This question has, it is 
said been decided in favour of the church of the state, no matter how 
small may be the number of persons remaining faithful to it. 

Postar ‘Treaty. — The “Sardinian Gazette” of the 13th ult. 
publishes the treaty recently concluded between the Sardinian Go- 
vernment and the Peninsular and Oriental Steam Navigation Com- 
pany. ‘Ihe principal conditions of it are, that the steamers of the 
company shall enjoy the privilege of paying the anchorage duties 
only once a month, on arriving from English ports; or if they shall 
have stopped at Gibraltar when going to the east, or at Malta when 
going to the west; that the steamers coming from Malta, and not 
carrying despatches, shall pay only once a month the entry duties of 
the port of Genoa; that the same privilege shall be extended to ves- 
sels carrying passengers, if they are not also loaded with merchan- 
dise; that the company shall be allowed to establish a coal depot at 
Genoa, and to build two siores—one for merchandise imported or in 
transit, the other for mercnandisc to be exported ; that these conces- 
sions shall be accorded for three years; that the company shall con- 
vey gratuitously the correspondence of the government to all the 
points at which the steamers shall stop; that the Sardinian post office 
shall pay certain specified rates for packets of letters destined for 
other countries. 

Aerica.—The “Semaphore de Marseilles” gives from a report 
made by Captain Peuchgarie the following account of the French 
settlements on the coast in Guinea: —‘‘ There are numerous Euro- 
pean establishments on the coast of Guinea. The French are dis- 
tinguished by their wretched condition and their commercial nullity. 
It grieves me to make this admission, but 1 deem it my duty to do 
so, in the hope that a remedy may be found for this state of things. 
If the coast be on all accounts dangerous, a residence in the factories 
is most dreadful. When I was at Great Bassam the blockhouse was 
at war with the natives of the place ; two soldiers had been murdered, 
and the garrison being too weak to take reprisals, was impatiently 
waiting the arrival of a ship of-war to put an end to this unfortunate 
state of things. The only European trader who had had the courage 
to settle at the factory was lying on a bed of sickness, woro down by 
fever and dysentery. T'he garrison were also in a pitiable condition, 
being in want of provisions, and no trade carried on. At Assinea, 
the blockhouse having been placed too near the shore, had been 
carried away by a high tide, and was being rebuilt. The Europeans 
were mowed down by fever, with which most of the military were at- 
tacked. ‘Ihe factor was anxiously waiting for the arrival of a vessel 
that he might leave the country. When we compare our establish- 
ments with those of the English and Dutch, there is really ground 
for lamentation. We are realy the laughing-stock of our foreign 
competitors, who say, with truth, that we have undertaken what we 
cannot execute, As tothe ships of war cruising on the coast to pre- 
vent the slave trade, the treaties on the right of search are abolished, 
there are no longer any vexations from the English cruisers, the 
manners of their officers have changed along with the system, and it 
may be said with truth that merchant vess-Is have but to speak in 
praise of these same officers against whom they had so many causes 
of.complaint: ‘Che French cruisers act with great perseverance In 
the exvcution of the difficult task imposed on them, and as the sole 
recompense for their labour they every now and then apply to the 
French factor Whjdah for a few of the fresh provisions the place 
produces, Ias the presence of 52 ships of war, Eng ish and French, 
on the coast put an end to the traffic in slaves? No, the problem is 
pretty nearly solved, ‘Ihe slave trade is carried on as actively as for- 
merly, the slavers are better appointed, and encouraged by looking 
forward to greater gain, ‘The Brazils receive numerous cargoes of 
human beings, and the traders escape the vigilance of the cruisers in 
a way creaiing despair, ‘Po put an end to tne slive trade there is but 
one way—'he frank refusal by the local governments of the intro- 
duction and sale of slaves. Tne experiment has been made in: the 
French Antilles, and the Havannah gives us at this moment a fresh 
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proof of this result. ‘The slave trade by the Spaniards is entirely 
stopped, because they no longer receive any cargoes of blacks in their 
dominions. Werethe British to follow this example there would be 
an end to all. ‘The cruisers on the coast are rendered of no avail by 
the organisation of the slavers ; the treaties with the native chiefs are 
a farce and are never executed, ‘The French and English govern- 
ments, with a philanthropic object in view, impose an immense sa- 
crifice on themselves, the sailors are exposed to dangers and fatigues 
of all descriptions, and yet if there be not a change of system, a 
trade which is properly reprobated by all civilised nations will not be 
put down,” E 

British Museum. — From an official document presented to Par- 
liament, it appears that the number of persons admitted to view the 
general collections from Christmas, 1840, to Christmas, 1841, was 
319,374; in the following year, 547,713; in 1843, 517,440; in 1844, 
575,758; in 1845, 683,614; and to Christmas 1846, 750,601. The 
Museum will be closed from the 1st to the 7th of next month, and will 
then be opened till seven o'clock to the 1st of September. The Rev, 
Mr. Forshall, the secretary, in his report dated the 23d of February 
last, states that with respect to some of the classes (in the library), 
the keeper purposely abstained from suggesting the filling up some 
of the deficiencies pointed out in his report of the 1st of January, 
1845, being aware of the munificent bequest which the Right Hon, 
Thomas Grenville intended to make of his magnificent, and, in many 
respects, unrivalled library to the trustees, ‘I'he extent and value of 
the Grenville collection will be detailed in the report of additions to 
the library during 1847, for it will be transferred to the Museum in 
the course of the year. It is now sufficient to mention that by it 
many deficiencies will be supplied which would be filled up: if at 
all, only at a very heavy expense, and in the course of time as oppor- 
tunities might present themselves, 

Tur Nationa Dent.—The Lords Commissioners of her Majesty’s 
Treasury have certified, 1n pursuance of the act 10th George IV., 
cap 27. sec. l., that the actual surplus revenue of the United King- 
dom of Great Britain and Ireland, beyond the actual expenditure 
thereof, for the year ended the 5th day of January, 1847, amounted to 
the sum of 2,846,307.. 19s. 2d. The Commissioners for the Reduc- 
tion of the National Debt have also given notice, that the sum of 
711,576}. 19s. 9d. (being one fourth part of the said surplus of 
2,846,307/. 19s. 2d. ) will be applied in the following proportion, under 
the provisions of the said act:—'To the purchase of stock 11,5762 19s. 
od. ; to the purchase of Exchequer Bills 700,000/. ; to this must be 
added the interest receivable on account of Donations and Bequests, 
to be applied to the purchase of stock, 1,350. 12s, 7d. ; making a total 
of 712,9271. 12s. 44.5 applied to the reduction of the national debt. 

Mexican Lerrers or Margue, — The French government has 
followed the example of England, and forbidden all French subjects 
to accept letters of marque, which Mexico has caused to be distri- 
buted in great numbers in English, Spanish, and French ports, in 
order to induce persons to arm privateers against American vessels. 
In communicating this interdiction to the Chambers of Commerce, 
the Marine Prefects think It right to state the penal enactments 
which exist on this subject. ‘They declare that every French subject 


Tue Fatrs.—Notwithstanding the cold and unsettled state of the 
weather, and the rain, which fell at intervals during the early part 
of the week, Greenwich and Stepney fairs were visited by many 
thousand persons. The steamers of the Waterman and Woolwich 
Companies were in requisition in the conveyance of the holiday 
folks from an early hour until a late hour at night, and the trains 
onthe Greenwich and Blackwall railways were carrying down great 
numbers every quarter cf an hour. ‘There was no lack of amuse- 
ments at the two fairs, but the one at Stepney was undoubtedly the 
most attractive, and covered two large fields. On Monday evening 
there were not less than 50,000 persons in and about the fair, Green- 
wich Park was very damp, and the visitors were very few; but the 
Reyal Hospital and the Painted Hall were thronged. 

Lonpon 1n THE Otpen Time.—For some days past several wag: 
gons have been employed to bring up oranges and lemons from 
Gravesend, where the land surveyors, land waiters, &c., attend the 
unloading of the ships that cannot safely come up any higher; and 
as they are generally drawn by five or six stout horses, they easily 
pull the loads along the country roads; but the ways are so heavy Ut 
town that they are frequently set between St. Magnus corner and 
Botolph Lane.— General Evening Post, Feb. 1739-40. 

Hearine or Cases in tHE New County Couris.—As “igno- 
rance of law excuseth no man,” it is necessary that the public should 
be made acquainted with the provisions of the New County Courts 
Act. ‘The act itself contains as many as 143 sections, and their sub- 
stance will be remembered when condensed under separate heads, It 
is provided by the act and the rules, that, on the day named in the 
summons, the plaintiff is to appear, and thereupon the defendant to 
appear to answer the plaint, and on answer being made in court, the 
judge is to proceed to give judgment. No evidence is to be given by 
the plaintiff on the trial except such as stated in the summons served. 
The high bailiff is to make a list of the summonses served, and the 
same is to be exhibited in the office of the court. There isa provision 
in this act which gives power to the judge of the court to commit a 
defendant to prison at the hearing, and of making an order, as he 
might have done in case the plaintiff had obtained a summons on an 
unsatisfied judgment. The legislature having intrusted the judges of 
the new courts with such power, the Lord Chancellor selected those 
who would temper “justice with mercy.” 

Morratity 1N THe Metnorotis, — The deaths registered in the 
London districts during the past week (the first of the spring quarter 
in the registrar- general s returns) were 1004, being a decrease of 25 
on the mortality of the previous week, ‘The weekly average de- 
rived from the deaths of the last five springs, and corrected for in- 
crease of population, is 914; but as many of the deaths occurred 
before the expiration of the winter quarter, the mortality of the week 
may be compared with the winter average, which is 1068. Deaths 
from diseases of the epidemic class continued to decrease, being only 
107, of which 33 were from hooping-cough. , Diseases of the lungs 
ranged between the spring and winter averages, and bronchitis was 
stili more than usually fatal, especially to persons advanced in years. 
The week was remarkable for the lowness of temperature which pre- 
vailed throughout; the thermometer on three days registered below 
the freezing point, and on Saturday last was 8} degrees below the 
temperature of the same day on an average of 25 years. As com- 
pared with the previous week, the atmosphere was colder by nearly 
10 degrees; a circumstance which will tend to explain avy increase 
observable in the number of deaths registered in the present week, 

Tux Battoon Season. — On Wednesday, Mr. Gale ascended in 
his new balloon from the grounds of the Rosemary Branch Tavern, 
Peckham, After attaining an altitude of about a quarter of a mile, 
the second car, a peculiarity of Mr. Gale's invention, was let down, 
and within a few moments the intrepid aeronaut descended by a rope 
ladder from the car above to that beneath, a distance of about 25 or 
30 feet. Immediately afterwards, Mr. Gale commenced firing a 
jeu de joie from a battery suspended beneath the second car. ‘This 
feat was witnessed with intense interest by the myriads of spectators 
who had congregated to witness the ascent. Mr. Gale and his friends 
landed in the parish of Ash, Kent. He was kindly assisted by the 
country people. ‘I'he balloon and all matters connected quite safe. 

‘Tue Lare Baros pe Bore. — On Wednesday morning the re- 
mains of this nobleman, who died in October, 1846, were deposited 
in a vault adjoining the Catholic church of St. John's Wood. The 
delay was caused by many of the numerous friends of the deceased 
being prevented hitherto from paying their last respects to his 
memory. His son having now arrived from Russia, the funeral 
ceremony, was performed with all the solemnity required by the 
Roman Cathoiic church, in the presence of a large assemblage of 
mourners.

TRADE WITH TUscAaNY.— À communication has been received by 
the commissioners of customs, stating that the Tuscan Government 
has issued a notification admitting all ritish and Ionian vessels into 
the ports of ‘Tuscany upon the footing of national vessels, without 
awaiting the ratification of the commercial treaty in course of nego- 
tiation; the lords of the committee have therefore recommended that 
corresponding privileges should be conceded to all the vessels of ‘Tus- 
cany which may touch at the British ports, and that the Lords of the 
‘Treasury therefore desire that the commissioners will take the neces- 
sary steps for giving effect to the recommendation of the Board of 
‘Trade. In pursuance of this order, the commissioners have issued 
the necessary instructions to the principal officers of the revenue 
throughout the United Kingdom to carry the same into effect. 
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Tue New County Counts Acrt. — As actions in the superior 
courts for sums not exceeding 20.. have been discontinued, it be- 
comes a question of some consideration to know, what actions may 
be brought in the new county courts. The oflices of the metropoli- 
tan districts are Now opened, and several of the courts, in a few days, 
will be in active operation. It appears from the Act, and the rules 
of practice, that demands are not to be divided, but may be reduced 
to 20l., and the judgment of the court is to be a discharge of the 
remainder, All pleas of personal actions, where the debt or damage 
claimed is not more than 201, whether on a balance of account or 
otherwise, may be holden in the county court under this Act, with- 
cut writ, and all such actions brought in the court are to be deter- 
mined in a summary way, according to the provisions of the Act; 
but such court 18 not to have cognisance of any action of ejectment, 
or in which the title to any incorporeal hereditaments, or to any toll, 
fair, market, Or franchise a e question, or in which the validity of 
any devise, bequest, or imi TER under any wilt or settlement may 
be disputed, Or for any malicious prosecution, or for any libel or 
slander, or for criminal ANa Oh or for seduction, or breach of

ie Fictitious BANK Nores.—A trade has recently been established 
in fictitious bank notes and checques for the purpose of playing off 
harmless hoaxes. The notes are printed on paper similar to the 
genuine note, with the cop mentary word “Fool,” and £ before it 
in the place where one mam Jandi S Five,” “Ten,” &c., as the 
case may be; and at the irst g ance the imitation is so good that an 
inattentive person might easily be deceived. It may be well if we 
put the vendors of these fancy articles on their guard, by informing 
them that on Monday re A respectable bookseller aud stationer, 
carrying on business in irmiugham, Waited upon the magistrates at 
the public office, 1n a ba Rp of an intimation he had received 
that he had (most unwittingly on his part) subjected himself to heavy 
pains and penalties by the exhibition in his window for sale of the 
articles in question. lt was evident to the magistrates that the 
party who exhibited spencer for sale had done so merely as an 
ordinary article of mercha a ise, and as a specimen of art, without 
being aware of the Con TEA EAER to which he subjected himself. He 
was, however, informed, eae doing so, he had been guilty of a 
felony punishable with eee transportation, according to the 
provisions of the 5th sec. 0 52 eorge lIl. chap. 138.

Lixcounsuire. — An exception to an old rule took place at the 
parish church of Caistor on Sunday se’nnight. For very many years 
it has been the custom in that parish church to have a gad whip, 
with a purse tied to its lash containing half-a-crown, flourished over 
the pastor's head during the service every Palm Sunday, by a man 
from Broughton. This custom, however ridiculous, was understood 
to be necessary, or the church, it was said, would lose an estate. left 
on condition that the custom be at all times kept up on Palm 
Sunday. Sir Culling Eardley Smith and several other influential 
gentlemen formerly tried to prevent the gad being cracked, but 
finding it could not be legally laid on one side they withdrew all 
opposition. However, on Sunday se'nnight the gad was there, and 
the man was there ready to perform the usual ceremony, which 
caused an unusually large congregation to be there to witness the 
exhibition; but through the interference of an individual it was uot 
allowed to proceed. Thus ended a curious custom; whether legally 
or not our informant cannot decide, : * 

Durnam. — During a violent gale on Friday night the 2d inst. 
two of the groins, established at great cost as a breakwater for Sun- 
Cee Dacks, were destroyed by the sea. They were formed of 
“ret one cemented together and clasped with iron; yet the water 
washed away two masses, each about twenty-five yards long. ‘This 
untoward circumstance has created a great sensation in the town, 
and given rise to fears that the final completion of the docks will be 
uttended with great danger and expense; but as yet no official ac- 
count of the accident has been given, and it is impossible to say 
whether the masonry has been insufliciently put together, or it is one 
of those casualties which the greatest care cannot always prevent. 
‘I he expense of repairing the breaches will be very considerable, but 
it will not fall upon the contractors. 

CHESHIRE. — At Stockport last week Hannah Butterworth was 
charged vith using abusive language to Elizabeth Rollinson. There 
had been a difference between them for some weeks, arising from an 
impression entertained by the defendant that the complainant had a 
ring of hers. A police officer was applied to, and by ocular demon- 
stration the defendant was convinced, at least for atime, that the 
ting worn by the complainant was not hers.

He contrived, however, by dint of much struggling, 
to reach the side; but being near the seven arches, there is a smooth 
wall down to the water’s edge, so that he was unable to get out. 
Fortunately he found a corner in which there was a ledge sufficiently 
low for him to cling to, and in that position he remained for two or 
three hours. His shouts for help were not noticed by the passers by ; 
or the place where the poor fellow was fixed was so removed from 
sight that it could not be ascertained whence the cries proceeded. 

t last a person discovered Mugg’s “ whereabout,” and immediately 
went to the Trent Bridge Inn for assistance. It was now quite 
dark, but four young men procured from the Trent side a light skiff, 
and launching it in the canal, proceeded to fetch him off. Some 
time was thus lost, for the boat had to be carried a good distance over 
Jand, and when they arrived at the spot, they found that some persons 
had let down a rope from the bridge close to him, but he was so be- 
numbed as to be quite unable to grasp it. He was, in fact, in the 
last stage of exhaustion, and there can be no doubt that had assistance 
been only a few minutes later, he would have slipped from his hold 
and been drowned. He was with considerable difficulty lifted into 
the boat and conveyed to the Union Inn, where he was put to bed. 

e had, however, so completely lost the use of his limbs that he was 
obliged to be carried into the house, nor was he able to utter a word. 
Every attention was paid him, and he at length recovered.

Liverroot. — Mr. W. Shortt, of Dublin, has furnished the 
“ Liverpool Mercury” with a curious statement relating to Mr. 
Douglass, a coloured gentleman, who has, during the last year and a 
half, been lecturing in this country against the slavery existing in 
the United States: —“On the 4th of March last Mr. Douglass, in 
company with G. Moxhay, Esq., of the Hall of Commerce, London, 
called upon Mr. Ford, agent to the Cunard Steam Ship Company, 
in London, to take hbis passage on board the Cambria, to sail the 
4th of April from Liverpool; Mr. Douglass inquired if a second 
class passage could be obtained, and he was answered no, as all dis- 
tinctions were abolished. Mr. D. then paid 40/. 19s., and received a 
ticket entitling him to berth No, 72. on board the Cambria. At the 
same time Mr. Douglass asked the agent if his colour would prove 
any barrier to his enjoying all the rights and privileges of the other 
passengers, He (Mr. Ford) said no. He thought nothing more of 
the matter until the Sd inst., when in company with some friends he 
went on board the Cambria with his luggage, and found to his sur- 
prise and mortification that his berth had been given to another, and 
was told that the agent in London had acted without authority in 
selling the ticket. Mr. Douglass expressed his surprise and dise 
appointment to the captain, who in company with Mr. Douglass 
went to Mr. M‘Iver the agent. This gentleman declared that Mr, 
Douglass should not go on board the Cambria, unless he agreed to 
take his meals alone, and not to mix with the saloon passengers, and 
to give up the berth for which he had paid. Being without legal re- 
medy, and wishing to return to the United States — his luggage on 
board, and all his arrangements otherwise complete —he had to yield 
to the proscriptions of his persecutors, and to accede to whatever 
terms they proposed.

SCOTLAND. 

Symrroms or Acr.—The Old Bridge of Dumfries, after standing 
600 years, has begun to give way, Last week a boy tumbled through 
a hole in it into the river. ‘The following particulars are given re- 
specting this venerable fabric: — The Old Bridge of Dumfries, 
erected at an early period of the thirteenth century, consisted ori- 
ginally of thirteen arches, with a guard-gate in the centre ; and, in 
our opinion, is the oldest structure of its size in Scotland, if not 
Great Britain, keeping out of view Roman single arches, specimens 
of which are still extant. The kindred antiquity at Stirling, we sup- 
pose, comes nearest to it— an old Forth fabric of unknown date, but 
which figures in 1571 as the scene of the public execution of Hamil- 
ton, bishop of St. Andrew's. In its youth it had only four arches, 
with flanking towers, and a gate in the middle. ‘Two silver keys 
belonging thereto, each seven inches in length, are preserved in the 
town-house, aud were last presented to the Duke of Cumberland in 
1746, ‘The year before the south arch was destroyed by General 
Blackeny, to prevent reinforcements joining the standard of Prince 
Charlie, But a few months thereafter, when Cumberland chased 
the Jacobites, the failen arch had to be supplied with wooden legs 
and boards, to enable him to pass over — so curious sometimes is the 
fortune of war, 

Montrosr. — On Wednesday a pilot-boat containing no fewer 
than 28 souls (most of whom had availed themselves of a pleasure 
sail down the river on board of a brig bound for the Baltic), was 
almost wrecked, after recrossine the estuary, on the rocks on the 
south side of the water. From the crowded state of the boat it was 
next to impossible for the crew to ply their oars ; and the tiny 
barque having been drifted out of the proper course by wind and 
tide, was stranded on a rock, from whence the patty (consisting 
chiefly of females and children) had a perilous and not very pleasant 
passage to the shore, Happily they all escaped with nothing more 
disasterous than a few scratches and bruises, and a thorough 
drenching,

State or tax Country.—The condition of the country remains 
just as we had reason to anticipate. Destitution and disease make 
terrible inroads upon the population in the distant country districts 
where no energetic middle class or humane landlords reside, Take 
Sligo as an example, as we have to-day accounts from thence in the 
“ Champion” local paper. ‘I'he fever hospital —a subsidiary one — 
which was opened in the town a few days since, capable of accommo- 
dating ninety patients, was filled in three days; in one small parish 
in the vicinity, the mortality reaches twenty daily ; and it is said that 
several of the dismissed Jabourers have already fallen victims to 
famine, as the Temporary Relief Act is not in operation, and there 
is no adequate amount of- private labour offering. -Upon the 
authority of a private letter of a Roman Catholic clergyman of 
Mayo, in the district of Balla, hitherto much distressed, the general 
aspect of things is easier, and tillage is in progress, though not to 
such an extent as might be desirable. 

CorK, Arrit 2.—James Buchanan, a corporal in the 73d regi- 
ment, was indicted for the murder of corporal Thomas Frisby, of the 
same regiment, at Cork barracks, on the night of the 2d September, 
1845. lt appeared that the prisoner, in a fit of intoxication, fired the 
shot which deprived the deceased of life. The jury, after a long 
delay, returned a verdict of “ Guilty.” 
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WALES. 

A Borrer Exrrosion, attended with loss of life, occurred last 
week on board the Troubadour, which trades between Swansea, 
Bristol, and Liverpool. The vessel had just arrived at the Mumbles, 
and turned off her steam, when one of the principal tubes of the 
boilers exploded, filling the engine-room with scalding steam, which 
rose in a dense cloud, and was seen from the shore. Two men were 
below at the moment, and their sufferings were. frightful. One of 
them rushed out of the door which communicated with the engine 
room, and fell exhausted. The other made for the ladder, with a 
view of getting on deck, but the scalding steam drove him backwards, 
and he sunk, When extricated their appearance was truly appalling 
—they were actually boiled. They were conveyed to the Swansea 
Infirmary, where one shortly died; the other remains in a dangerous 
condition. None of the passengers sustained any injury. 


THE LOSS OF THE TWEED. 

The royal mail steam-packet Avon arrived on Thursday, and the 
mails were immediately despatched to Southampton, and left at 45 
minutes past 3 A.M., by special train. By this arrival the total wreck 
of the ‘Tweed is confirmed, with the awful loss of 72 lives. Seventy- 
nine persons, however, were saved, It appears from the statement 
received, that the unfortunate vessel left Havanna on the evening of 
the 9th of February for Vera Cruz, with a fresh southerly breeze. 
It soon after became thick, and at midnight on the 10th the wind 
suddenly shifted to the north, and in a short time it blew a stiff 
“norther,” weather still thick, sun obscured, and no observation. 
At330a.m. on the 12th, when the captain judged the ship was 
thirty miles to the south of the Alcranes, the look-out on the fore- 
castle cried out “breakers a-head.” - Captain Parsons, who was on 
deck, hearing them at the same moment, immediately ordered ‘the 
engines to be stopped and reversed, and the helm to be put hard a 
starboard, which order was instantly obeyed, but the foresail, fore- 
trysail, and fore-topsail being set, anda heavy sea running, she forged 
a-head and struck, - ‘The engines made one or two revolutions, and 
for a few seconds only the ship was off the reef; she then struck with 
such a fearful crash, that the cylinder of one engine was forced .up- 
wards a considerable distance, and they were consequently both dis- 
abled, and the engineers compelled to abandon the engine-room. 
This was, indeed, an awful moment for all, ‘The cry of“ All hands 
on deck” was in a few brief seconds raised. ‘The ship then struck a 
second time with inconceivable violence; and, at the same moment, 
were to be observed scores of- half-naked, half-frantic passengers, 
and crew holding on by whatever came within reach. In this fear- 
ful state, the Tweed continued to strike rapidly and ‘heavily with 
great violence for one half hour, numbers of passengers and'crew 
being occasionally swept off into the yawning waves beneath, ` The 
masts were ordered to be cut away. She then gave a heavy roll, the 
funnel went over the side, and in a few moments many were hurried 
into eternity. At this juncture, however, most of the survivors 
succeeded in reaching the port side of the vessel, and the two port 
cutters were fearfully crammed with passengers, - They were lowered, 
but almost instantly both were swamped; a few managed to regain 
the ship by scrambling up the side. The sea at this moment struck 
the bell, and, as my very intelligent informant says, “ Neyer shall I 
forget that sound, as, amidst all these horrors, it tolled the knell of 
their departing souls. A distressing fearful shriek was heard, and 
for a while these distressing sounds were partially suppressed,” _ The 
ship then separated into two paris, and many saved themselves in the 
best way they could on spars, pieces of the floating wreck, &c. In 
this state several of the survivors, by the interposition of a merciful 
Providence, were carried into smooth water inside of the reef, upon 
which many got, and remained, Never did pocr souls so anxiously 
await the coming dawn, When daylight broke, nothing but the 
wide ocean was visible. Three of the ship's boats were washed over 
the reef, which were immediately examined; two were found utterly 
useless ; the mail boat, however, was the least damaged, andin this the 
first officer and 16 others determined to endeavour to reach the Cam- 
peachy coast. She was soon got into as good order as possible, and 
a few eatables that were saved having been stowed away, and many 
of the survivors, amounting in the aggregate to 78, having first 
offered up prayers in a very solemn and affecting manner, the boat 
was pushed off, steered by the first officer, for Campeachy, a distance 
of 100 miles, There was a compass on board, 

After the principal part of the survivors had reached the reef, and 
constructed a raft from the floating timber, several others were 
descried at day-break on the paddle-box, where they remained the 
whole of the following day, but the succeeding night fearfully dimi- 
nished their number. ‘Those who were left on the reef remained 
in a state of awful uncertainty for four days, subsisting upon what 
few provisions and wine floated past them, as weil as upon some fish 
which they managed to catch. Amongst those who remained on the 
reef was the captain, who, in the trying time they remained, devoted 
his whole soul and energies to make his unfortunate companions in 
misery as comfortable and happy as circumstances would admit, 
cheering them up by his friendly advice and energetic spirit. A 
raft, made from the floating pieces of timber that every now and then 
passed the reef, was being constructed on the fourth day to reach the 
shore, when, to the inexpressible joy of all, a sail was descried-—a 
brig in fact which had been sent to their assistance, towing a large 
boat, for the purpose of access to the rock. Ininiediately, with one 
instinct, all fell upon their knees, to return their heartfelt grateful 
thanks to the Great Disposer of all events for their merciful deliver. 
ance, Two boats were soon alongside, in one of which was the chief 
officer who had steered the first batch of survivors to the Campeachy 
shore. He had fortunately fallen in with the Spanish brig Lmilio 
about five miles off Sisal Roads, which took them on board, and at 
once proceeded with them to Sisal. After landing them in safety, 
the Emilio returned to the Alcranes for those lett on the reef. It 
was with some difficulty she reached it, so strong and dangerous was 
the current; and it was with still greater difficulty part of the sur- 
vivors, to the number of twelve, were shipped in the two boats sent 
from the Emilio to their assistance. ‘The brig then went round to 
Perez. On the following day the remainder lett the reef, and arrived 
at Peres in safety, They started from Perez in the course of an 
hour, the brig taking the whole on to Sisal, where they arrived on the 
18th, and were treated with the utmost kindness by the inhabitants, 
After remaining there seven days, the same brig was chartercd to 
Havannah, whither they arrived on the 3d of March. The Com- 
pany’s steam-ship Avon being there, she staried with the remaining 
survivors for England on the 11th of March. Nota single letter 
was saved from the Tweed, nor was a vestige of her left when the last 
of the survivors departed, ‘here were only three female passengers 
on board, They were all drowned —in_ short, although they were 
heard screaming in the saloon, or somewhere below, they never made 
their appearance on deck. ‘The passengers, one and all, agree that 
not the slightest blame attaches to Captain Parsons, He well knew

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GRANDVILLE. 


Art has sustained a heavy loss. The mightiest 
and most original of modern artists—the author of 
ten thousand masterpieces of drawing—the deli- 
neator of man in every variety of oddity and misery 
—of the animal world and the floral world, in their 
supposed mimicry of the passions and foibles of 
mankind—Grandville, whose renown is European, 
has been snatched away by the relentless hand of 
death, Of strong affections and deep domestic 
sympathies, he suffered much, four or five years 
since, from the loss of his first wife and two chil- 
dren. New'tics, however, and the constant occu- 
all necessitated by daily wants, served to assuage 

is grief, and his mind had recovered its wonted 
tone, when death again visited his hearth in January 
last, and bereft him of his remaining child. This 
was too much for him. His habits were so purely 
domestic—he sought so little entertainment from 
the external pleasures in which the majority of 
Frenchmen indulge, that this last blow left him no 
rallying point. he tenderness and care of his 
second wife was lavished in vain; he gave way to a 
gloomy silence; a slow fever ensued, and insanity 
supervened. It became necessary then to remove 
him to the lunatic asylum at Vanves, where he ex- 
pired after three days and nights of intense agony. 

Grandville was born at Callot, in Nancy, Having 
received some instructions in miniature painting 
from his father, now a man of eighty years of age, 
he went to Paris to complete his studies, and to 
earn a livelihood by the exercise of his art. But 
his lively imagination and the originality of his 
genius revolted at the routine of a profession which 
afforded but small scope for talent, and promised 
but indifferently for his exchequer. e threw 
aside the brush and the palette and took to the 
ope And, thanks to the great progress that 

ad taken place in the arts of lithography and wood 
pty i he soon found almost boundless oppor- 
tunities for the exercise of his talents. It is no 
disparagement of the genius and industry of our 
Cruikshank, Leech, Hablot Brown, and Doyle to 
say, that Grandville produced in one year,more than 
all those artists put together, and of a quality that 
their united efforts cannot reach. Caricature was 
his forte, but it was of so refined a character, albeit 
of a remarkable breadth, that it is next to impossible 
to say where rigid truth terminates and eegee 
tion commences. His first works, ‘“ Les Tribula- 
tions de la Petite Propriété,” “ Les Plaisirs de tout 
Age,” “ Les Metamorphoses du Jour,” attracted so 
much attention, that editors and authors struggled 
to obtain the aid of his services as an illustrator, 
and he was soon engaged to embellish the pages of 
« La Silhouette,” ‘ L'Artiste,” ‘“ La Caricature,” 
and “ Le Charivari,” the daily “ Punch” of Paris. 
From the comparatively rough and dashing, but 
very spirited sketches which he contributed almost 
every hour to these and other periodicals, he turned 
aside occasionally to illustrate books; and we dare 
say we shall recall to the recollection of man 
readers some hours of delight in mentioning his 
embellishments of ‘“ Gil Bias,” ¢* Gulliver,” and 
* Robinson Crusoe; the works of Florian, Swift, 
and Defoe; the fables of “ La Fontaine” (in 
which, without an apparent sacrifice of anatomical

Grand- 
ville had a hundred magnificent projects in con- 
templation. He penetrated mankind that he 
might one day illustrate Moliére, and he had 
sketched a series of very curious and dramatic 
studies of the human physiognomy during sleep, 
exhibiting all the mysteries of our nature, the anti- 
pathies, the schemes, the passions, propensities 
which, waking, we indulge or endeavour to conceal 

The great success of Grandville’s beautiful work, 
“ The Animated Flowers,” suggested to him an- 
other, which was strangely in Pihon with the 
tone of \his mind latterly. “ I have too long,” he 
said to his wife, “ kept my eyes upon the things of 
the earth; it is time that I directed them to 
Heaven:,” and in January last, after the death of 
his child, he outlined “ The Animated Stars.” The 
sketches are preserved. They represent the stars 
in the hazy forms of beautiful women, with ex- 
pressive faces, gliding about the heavens above cer- 
tain groups of human beings subjugated to their in- 
fluence. Venus, for example, smiles on two lovers 
seated on a hill, Grandville had sketched the 
nebulæ, the shooting star, the shepherd's star, the 
good star, the evil star, &. Some days previous to 
his death, before delirium had seized him, he said 
to a friend who spoke to him of his beautiful con- 
ception, “ Trust me: ere long I shall study the 
stars from a much nearer point.” 

Grandville has died in the forty-third year of his 
age, deeply and sincerely lamented throughout 
France. He was as truly exemplary a member of 
private life as he was barely gifted as an artist. We 


share with his countrymen in their grief at the be- 
reavement. 
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TOWN OF GUANAJUATO. 


_ Guanajuato, the capital of the state of that name, 
is the principal mining district in Mexico; it is 
situated in a hollow, surrounded on all sides by 
barren and sterile hills, on which are situated the 
principal mines —Valencia, Rayas, Tepeyac, Cata, 
and others, and from whence the greatest treasures 
in the world have been extracted, and formed the 
principal resources of the Spanish crown. The 
town, which owes its origin to the rich minerals in 
its neighbourhood, is very irregularly built, many 
of the streets being very steep. It contains, how- 
ever, numerous splendid memorials of its former 
prosperity, in the magnificent palaces of tħe pro- 
prietors, in the church, which formerly belonged to 
the Jesuits, in the numerous chapels and religious 
edifices, and in the road leading to the mine of 
Valencia. The Alhondiga, a large squarè build- 
ing, used as a public granary, is à solid edifice. 
Before the war of independence, Guanajuato con- 
tained a 'population of 41,000, and its six suburbs 
nearly 30,000 more, but the number has been re- 
duced to less than one-half. The mines lie in dif- 
ferent directions round the town. From 1766 to 
1820 they produced not less than 225,935,736 
Spanish dollars.:

OF THE 
BIRKENHEAD DOCKS. 


Monday was a memorable day 
on the banks of the Mersey, hav- 
ing been chosen for the triple 
purpose of opening the new 
docks at Birkenhead, the splen- 
did new park, and the extension 
line of the Chester and Birken- 
head Railway to the docks. The 
docks to be opened on this occa- 
sion were the Woodside and 
Bridge End, the joint accom- 
modation of which is equal to the 
Prince’s Dock at Liverpool. 

Immediately adjoining these 
docks are the extensive ware- 
houses of the Birkenhead Dock 
Company, twelve of which, each 
capable of storing 4000 bales of 
cotton, are already completed. 
‘These warehouses are two stories 
in height, and when finished will 
form three long tiers, running 
rectangularly from the shore. 

The extension line of railway 
to the docks affords facilities and 
advantages which few railways 
ordocksenjoy, From the main 
line branches run along each side 
of the warehouses: one side will 
be made available for the storing 
of goods by vessels just arrived, 
the other for conveying goods to 
vessels loading for sea. ‘The 
rails run so clese, that the goods 
can be hoisted direct from, or 
lowered into, the trucks, and thus 
all confusion and necessity for 
carting will be avoided; neither 
will there be delay nor hazard 
from exposure on the quays. 

The docks were opened in 
person by Lord Morpeth, chief 
commissioner of woods and 
forests, His lordship arrived in 
Liverpool about ten o'clock in 
the forenoon. A special train, 
with Lord Lincoln, and Mont- 
eagle, and other visitors, left 
London about six in the morn- 
ing, and arrived in Birkenhead 
at twelve o'clock. Shortly after 
that hour the Lords Commis- 
loners, with other distinguished 
guests, the Birkenhead Dock 
Commissioners, the Birkenhead 

mprovement Commissioners, 
the directors of the Birkenhead 
Dock (Warehouses) Com any, 
the directors of the Birkenhead, 
Lancashire, and Cheshire Junc- 
tion a alway, and the directors 
of the Cheshire and Birkenhead 
Railway, embarked at Monk’s 
Ferry on board the Lord War- 
den, a handsome new iron steamer. Six pieces of artillery were 
posted along the quays; and the steamer, which was beautifully de- 
corated, started amid music, the roar of cannon, and the cheers of the 
spectators. After steaming about a mile up the river, the boat re- 
garned and, similarly saluted in its progress, somiy entered the new 
NER and moored alongside the south wall of the Bridge End Dock. 
T this moment the effect of the spectacle was grand in the extreme. 

e weather was serene; flags and streamers floated from every 
available spot; the ferry steamers were crowded; Liverpool poured 
its throng to the opposite bank. A more animated scene than the 
river presented, it would be impossible to conceive. 

The party having landed from the steamer, proceeded to the next 
part of the ceremonial, which was to open the dock warehouses. 
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speech, proposed the health of 
the noble lord who acted so con- 
spicuous a part in the ceremonies 
of the day.

Carr or Goop. Hore.—We have received the details of this me- 
lancholy event. They were all new comers, and unacquainted with 
the Kafir character and tactics, Captain Gibson and Dr. Howell 
had the charge of 70 men, and the sick, on the banks of the Kei. 
Being short of rations, they went with a party to take some cattle for 
use. They fell in with a herd, apparently unguarded (placed in all 
probability as a decoy), and, accompanied by four Hottentots, de- 
tached themselves from the men to drive them away. They were 
waylaid by a party of about.150 Kaflirs, and the officers, with two of 
the Hottentots, killed, before the soldiers, alarmed by the firing, when 
two miles. distant from them, could reach the spot. Dr. Howell’s 
horse was killed at the first fire, and his friends sacrificed their own 
lives rather than abandon him. They had fired away all their ammu- 
nition, and their dead bodies were found lying beside seven or eight 
of the enemy whom they had shot. The bodies had been mutilated 
in a shocking manner by the beastly savages. Captain Gibson was 
married; his wife and family are in Europe. He was about to retire 
from the service, and it is said had indeed given up his papers and 
might have left the camp, but declined to do so as long as his 
corps (the rifles) was in the field.

Spain.— We have received advices from Madrid of the 31st ultimo. 
The “ Gaceta” publishes the expected royal decree appointing M.

‘The cabinet was thus completed, and M. Pacheco had just received 
the corps diplomatique's usual official visit. It is said that the new 
Ministry were about to assume an “imposing attitude” towards Donna 
Maria's domestic enemies. General Cordova seemed likely to retain 
possession of the captain-generalship of Madrid. It was generally 
believed that the Queen had permitted M. Olozaga to return to Spain 
and take his seat in the Chamber of Deputies, on a humble memorial 
having been submitted to her by M. Olozaga’s brother. Various 
persons connected with the Court affirmed, however, that this royal 
pardon had been spontaneously extended, and that the Queen had 
expressed herself on the subject to her new Ministers in the follow- 
ing terms:—* Yes, I do it spontaneously, wishing that we may now 
enter an era of reconciliation and oblivion, I wish to set the ex- 
ample by thus taking the initiative’of forgiveness and oblivion.” We 
have omitted to notice the following very singular document, with 


which the “ Gaceta” is ornamented; it is addressed to the Director 
General of the Treasury :—

Thave submitted to her Majesty the report drawn up in consequence of the 
claim made by the Treasury on Don Jose de Salamanca for 3,520,000 reals de 
vellon, in titles of the Three per Cent. public debt, which were delivered to him 
on the 26th of July, 1843, in virtue ofa royal decree of the same date, as a gua- 
rantee of his disbursements for the payment of the army.

Iray, — Turin, MARCH 18,—The King of Sardinia’s illness has 
become alarming for the last few days. On the 17th it was found 
necessary to apply leeches twice, To-day he was worse, and bleed- 
ing was resorted to. The members of the diplomatic corps came in a 
body to inquire respecting the king’s health. 

Navies, MARCH 17,—A letter from this capital says:—* His Ma- 
jesty the Emperor of Russia has again invited the king, in the most 
flattering terms, to pay him a visit at St. Petersburg. Accordingly, 
a report has been in circulation for some days past, that their Majes- 
ties intended to take a journey to Vienna and other places, However, 
as itis well known that his Majesty is fond of keeping his projects of 
travel secret, and that he is accustomed to take those about him by 
surprise, no more js spoken of at present than a journey which the 
king will take to Rome immediately after Easter. 

Hornan, — Tne Hacur, Avni 2,—The health of the king has 
‘so far improved, that no bulletin was issued on the above day, 

The Supreme Court of Berne was lately occupied with the trial of 
a very handsome girl, aged twenty-one, of the name of Flukiger, for 
having murdered a child. At a very early age the prisoner was 
guilty of most depraved conduct; and at a later period she com. 
mitted innumerable thefts, set fire to a house to revenge herself on 
its owners, and, according to her own account, destroying by abor. 
tion a child of which she was pregnant, and poisoned her own mo- 
ther, She had been condemned to prison for robbery, and was sub- 
sequently tried for incendiarism, declared guilty, and sentenced to 
fifteen years’ hard labour in irons, After this sentence she was 
placed ia a cell with two women, one of whom had a child. <A few 
days after, the child suddenly disappeared. The mother manifested 
the most bitter grief at the loss, but was strongly suspected of de- 
troying it, Some little time after, the prisoner confessed that she 
vad risen in the night, strangled the child, and thrown the body into 
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the water closet. Her motive for doing so, she said, was to get con- 
demned to death, as she could not bear the thought of labouring in 
irons. She manifested no remorse for her crime, but said that “she 
had rather not have done it.” The court declared her guilty, and 
sentenced her to die. Her conduct in committing the murder and 
her whole previous career were of such an extraordinary character, 
that it was hoped she was insane; but a number of medical men, who 
minutely questioned and observed her, declared that her mind was in 
nowise affected, and that, om the contrary, she possessed greater in- 
telligence than most of her class of society, 

Wesrrnatia. — We learn from Munster that on the 29th ult. the 
bishop of that diocese, whilst walking in the corridors of his cathe- 
dral, between six and seven in the evening, was struck with apoplexy, 
and died in a very few minutes. His last words were, “ My hour is 
come. O God! have mercy on my soul!” He was raised to the 
see only on the 10th of December last, 

Porrucat, — We have Lisbon news to the 31st of March. The 
Queen's government had failed to raise a loan either at home or 
abroad, and was consequently unable to prosecute the war with an 
effect. Disaffection was becoming very general amongst the Queen's 
ci-divant supporters, Sa da Bandeira had sailed out of Oporto with 
a force of near 2000 men, in two steamers, breaking the government 
blockade with ease, and it was apprehended at Lisbon that he would 
attempt to seize the capital by a coup de main. The garrison had 
been under arms on the night previous to the sailing of the packet. 
The inability of the government to pay its employés would cause the 
latter to desert in great numbers from the “ volunteer” battalions, 
should they be required to defend Lisbon. Saldanha had initiated a 
“transaction,” but his attempt would be probably unsuccessful, and 
there was an increasing probability that the dispute must be termi- 
nated by British mediation. — Letters from the city of Oporto have 
arrived of the 30th ult, ‘Things remained in statu quo. Saldanha 
had not left his old quarters, and the Junta had made no movement 
against him. ‘The Spanish Colonel, Buenago, had gone to Lisbon, 
the bearer, it was rumoured, of the heads of a convention between 
some of the leaders of the movement and the Queen's general. The 
Mindella, Porto, and Vesuvio steamers had sailed with an expedi- 
tion, consisting of 1250 men, destined for St. Ubes, or the Algarves, 
This is the force which, according to our Lisbon correspondent, 
created so much apprehension in that capital. Oporto was perfectly 
tranquil, and abundantly and cheaply supplied. 

Tar Levant. — Malta papers to the 26th ult. have reached us 
but their contents are unimportant. The subscription in the island 
for the suffering Irish had reached the sum of 702l. 10s. 2d. The 
only new fact given from Constantinople was the appointment of 
Raghib Pacha to the post of governor of Tripoli. A letter from 
Smyrna, of the 19th ult., contains the following : —“ A despatch 
from the Austrian consul at Scio has just been received here, Stating 
that two piratical boats, one carrying 18 men, and the other 15, had 
appeared off Cape Corba, between Alazata and Scala Nova. They 
attacked, on the 11th, a Greek vessel, and took off 63,000 piastres. 
The little port of Vromolimini appears to be their principal place of 
TALEN The passage between Chesme and Smyrna is for the present 
unsafe. 

Turxny ann GREECE. —AÀ letter from Constantinople of the 19th 
ult. in the “ Augsburg Gazette,” contains the following :—** The 
Ottoman Porte has not accepted the offer made to it by M. Colettiin 
his last note—to express regret at what had taken place, and to re- 
ceive with marked kindness a new ambassador, Ali Effendi and 
Reschid Pacha have formally declared that they could not depart 
from the ultimatum which they had sent in. Ali Effendi has also 
expressed surprise that M. Coletti had not senta special ambassador 
to Constantinople to explain what had occurred. The Austrian 

overnment has recommended to the Porte to act with moderation. 
Che Turkish government is preparing a note on the subject to be 
presented to the five powers, in order to show how honourable has 
been the conduct of the I orte in the whole affair, and how anxious it 
has been to terminate the existing difference by every means in his 
power, 
Rome,—Intelligence from Rome, dated 26th March, states, that 
previous to his Holiness setting out, as is the custom on the 25th 
(Annunciation Day), to officiate in the Capella Papale in the 
Minerva, an intimation was conveyed to the papal palace that he 
would be badly received, The pope sent one of his own household 
to ascertain the truth or, falsehood of, this report. The messenger 
returned with au assurance that the people were still enthusiastic in 
favour of his holiness.» On this assurance the Pope proceeded to the 
ceremony, and was received with the loudest acclamations every- 
where on his route, and cries of, “ Rely on your people; rely on 
your people, holy father, On-his return to. the papal palace, the 
pope was accompanied by 60,000 persons reiterating the same accla- 
mations all the way. | $ 

Ecyrr.—We find it stated in a letter from! Alexandria that the 
arrival at Cairo of Mr. Stephenson, M, Talabot, and M. Negrelli— 
the English, French, and Austrian engineers now in conference with 
the council of the Ponts-et-Chausées at Paris on the plan sent over 
by Linant Bey for cutting through the Isthmus of Suez—was ex. 
pected, with a view to that project ; and that a joint-stock company 
will be formed, immediately on their return, for carrying the plan 
into execution. x 

Brazirs.— The papers from Monte Video up to January deny the 
defeat of Riviera by the troops of Oribe under Barrios, of which the 
particulars have been received by former arrivals. This is, however, 
established beyond a doubt by the accounts from Buenos Ayres. 
Riviera, they also state, arrived at Maldonado, convoying a large 
herd of cattle, for the capture or collection of which he had been on 
an expedition into the interior, This he may have done after his 
defeat. Later news state Riviera to have zained advantages in the 
first place, but was subsequently obliged to relinquish them, and re- 
tire from Maldonado. — 

Amenica.—The Baltimore, from New York, arrived at Havre on 
Saturday last, bringing New York journals to the 10th ult. The 
Yucatan schooner Atrevida, which ‘sailed from Campeachy on the 
19th of February, brought a letter to a mercantile house in New Or- 
leans on the Ist of March, announcing that the Tweed had been 
wrecked on the shoal which surrounds the Alacrane islands. The 
Tweed is stated to have sailed from Havannah on the 9th of Feb- 
ruary for Vera Cruz and Tampico; to have struck on the north- 
east point of the shoal on the 12th, and to have sunk immediately. 
It was reported at Campeachy that sixty of the persons on board 
were drowned, As soon as the news of this disaster reached Cam- 
peachy (on the 17th) assistance was sent to the sufferers, It was 
also reported at New Orleans, that Commodore Connor, command- 
ing the American squadron in the Gulf, had sent orders to Laguna 
to dispatch a steamer Immediately, to assist the survivors from the 
wreck of the Tweed. These are all the details supplied by the Ame- 
rican journals, We are not without hopes that the statements may 
prove to have been exaggerated, This is a part of the West India 
mail’service on which few passengers are carried at any time; and 
the blockade of the Mexican ports has of Jate diminished even this 
small number. Nothing further is likely to be ascertained till the 
arrival of the next West Indian mail, which (in the event fof the 
Tweed being lost) will probably arrive jn England about the 14th 
instant, in another steamer from Bermuda, ‘The Alacranes are a 
group of islets or rocks, the highest summits of a pretty extensive 
reef, about seventy miles from the coast of Yucatan, nearly due

and Santa Fé, Jan. 1. General Scott sailed from Brazos on the 
17th of February on board the propeller Massachussets: On that 
day the whole of Gen. Worth’s division had been embarked, with 
the exception of the dragoons and the light batteries of field artillery. 
Gen. Worth was to embark with these on board the: Edith, on the 
23d, for Labos. Gen. Scott reached Tampico on the 20th. Imme- 
diately on his artival he proclaimed martial law in all parts of the 
Mexican territory occupied by the troops of the United States. He 
declared that any individual detected in acts of pillage or disorder, 
or any aggressive acts for which he had not the express command of 
his superior officer, would be immediately brought before a court- 
martial, The force under Gen. Scott, when assembled, will amount 
to about 13,000 men. It is said to be his intention, should the castle 
of Veru Cruz make an obstinate defence, to advance ‘his troops be- 
yond the range of the vomito ; post them so as to interrupt the com- 
munication between the city and the interior; and carry on the sea 
blockade. 

General Taylor was reported to have drawn all his troops together 
at Agna- Nueva, on the 10th of Feb., except those detached to hold 
Monterey and Saltillo. He had with him rige’s and Thomas’s bat- 
teries, and about 8000 men in all. He was said to be much in want 
of light troops. He was understood to have collected from eight to 
ten months’ provisions at Monterey, to be collecting a large train of 
waggons aud pack mules, and to be constructing water-tanks, ‘lhe 
forts on the Rio Grande, in possession of the Americans, are weakly 
defended, and the Mexicans are understood to be constantly and 
correctly informed of the movements of the invading armies. 

The Americans, on their part, seem to be very imperfectly in- 
formed of the movements of the Mexicans. ‘The ramours regarding 
them are contradictory and vague in the extreme. 

We-t Inpis.—The papers from Port-au-Prince reach to the 8th 
of March, These announce the death of President Riché and the 
elevation of General Soulouque to the vacant office.

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THE WEEK. 


Happtry for the journalist, a week of public holiday is not always 
a week of total suspension of human activity, or of the accidents 
of human life. ‘The vast social machine continues its operations — 
the high pressure is still kept up, for one hour lost in the present 
cannot be recovered by years of labour in the future. If Parlia- 
ment does not sit —if Fashion does not vouchsafe to exhibit signs 
of vitality in Easter week, Commerce flags not, Industry scarcely 
relaxes, for the day’s toil is indispensable, in thousands of places, 
to the day’s bread; and the pause from labour in one quarter, is 
but the excuse and opportunity for additional activity in another. 
Accordingly, the past week has been rife of incidents of a stirring 
and interesting character, which it behoves us briefly to record. 

On Monday the new docks at Birkenhead were opened, under 
auspicious circumstances, and with due pomp and ceremony. 
Looking back upon the condition of Birkenhead, some twenty 
years ago, such an event as the establishment of a rival Liverpool, 
within a mile or so of the second greatest commercial town ip 
Enrope, cannot be passed over indifferently. We have therefore 
deemed it worthy of separate notice and an illustration, to which 
the reader is referred. 

The Revenue accounts for the year and the quarter have been 
published, and exhibit a rather gratifying picture of the finances 
of the country. There has been a considerable increase in the 
customs and excise duties, the post office, and the miscellaneous 
items of revenue, amounting altogether to 1,538,16S/. in the year, 
and 403,6327, in the quarter. The articles on which there has 
been a decrease are the stamps and the crown lands, but the total 
amount of deficiency is very small indeed. On the whole — 
seeing how much England has been drained to supply the neces- 
sities of Ireland — the state of affairs is in a high degree 
Satisfactory. 

Some “ tightness” has been experienced in the money market, 
Owing to the disinclination- of the Bank to discount the bills of 
even the first houses in the city, unless for special purposes and 
at high rates of interest. The measure is not supposed to arise 
from any distrust of the solvency or credit of the parties, but 
from the necessity the Bank is under of husbanding its resources 
for a time. 

Our American advices describe the war with Mexico as still in 
course of prosecution, It cannot be said to rage, for the actions 
are few and far between, and the losses sustained in them by the 
respective parties apocryphal at the best. Colonel Benton had 
refused the commission of Major-General of the United States’ 
army, unless armed with plenary powers to conclude a peace 
with Mexico, which the President refuses to give him. 

Queen Isabella of Spain has at length succeeded in emanci- 
pating herself from ministerial control. As her cabinet would 
not take a hint and resign, when they found how unpalatable they 
wars to the Sovereign, her Majesty adopted the extreme measure 
of dismissing them as soon as Senhor Pacheco had completed his 
arrangements for stepping into their shoes. We do not know if 
it be worth while mentioning the composition of a ministry which 
embraces no names of any note, and which may be dissolved in 
another month ; but it is satisfactory to know that they profess to 
be guided by liberal principles, and, upon the first division in the 

ortes, commanded a majority of 134 votes against 50. The ce- 
lebrated M. Salamanca is one of Senhor Pacheco’s colleagues, 
One of the first acts of the Queen has been to sanction the return 
of M. Olozaga. 

No improvement appears to take place in the affairs of Donna 
Maria of Portugal. At Oporto they remain in statu quo. Lis- 
bon continues alarmed ; and at Viana, by the last accounts, the 
garrison of the fort amused themselves by firing upon the town. 
The British fleet continues in the Tagus, prepared to bring away 
British subjects on the occasion of the first serious collision. The 
distress which prevails in Lisbon is indescribable. Provisions 
are scarce and bear very high prices, and scores of families are in 
absolute want of common aliment to support existence, Meetings 
have been held to take into consideration the augmenting cala- 
mity, and committees of relief are about to be appointed to inquire 
into and to alleviate the sufferings of thousands within the city 
pining in want. 

And this reminds us of Ireland. M. Soyer has fairly com- 
menced operations with his soup kitchen, and it is universally 
allowed that he has triumphantly succeeded in producing a most 
nutritious article of food at an almost incredibly low cost. [wo 
gallons of a palatable and substantial meat soup are provided for 
sixpence—three farthings the quart! and six pounds of fish, oat- 
meal, and seasonings, as a “ soup for the fishermen,” for less than 
ninepence ! 

We regret to have to record the occurrence of a very melan- 
choly disaster in the wreck of the royal steamer Tweed, by 
which sixty persons lost their lives, ‘The Tweed, it seems, had 
left Havanna early in February, for Vera Cruz. She arrived ata 
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point called Alcranes, when she touched on the north-east point 
of the reef, and foundered immediately. We give the particulars 
in another column. 

A great deal of opposition is just now being raised to the 
Government plan of education, the chief enemies to the system 
being the Dissenters of Great Britain. We have not space at 
this moment to examine the details of the plan, or investigate all 
the arguments against it; but from a cursory glance at both, the 
impression upon our mind is, that the objections are untenable in 
themselves, and unworthy of the respectable bodies from whom 
they proceed. We are glad to see the clergy of the establish- 
ment rallying around the government in the threatened contest.

While this innovation is pleasant to contemplate, 
as far as the Turkish ladies are concerned, we all know that Ottoman 
gentlemen are allowed four wives by law, and all who can afford it 
generally avail themselves of their privilege. What is to be done 
then with wives Nos. 2, 3, and 4, should they claim to come to court; 
or what would her Majesty do if a Turkish ambassador should bring 
his four ambassadresses all at once? Some such difficulty seems to 
have presented itself to the minds of the court and diplomatic autho- 
rities, for the Princess Cullimaki was not presenied with the forms 
and ceremonies usual on the introduction of the wife of a foreign 
minister. The first symptom of emancipation of the fair sex of Tur- 
key is, however, too valuable to be discouraged by a reigning Queen, 
and there is no doubt means will be devised to smooth all difficulties.

PROGRESS, 


A Barrarous Custom. — The present mode of cleansing and 
draining our large towns, and disposing of their refuse, will doubtless 
be regarded by the next generation with the same feelings of surprise 
with which we view the strange customs of barbarous people. It is 
a striking example, on the grandest scale, of inefficiency and extra- 
vagance, We shall search in vain for any similar instance of whole- 
sale waste of resources. Not content anit polluting our rivers, and 
heaping up upon their banks masses of offensive matter most in- 
jurious to health, we are constantly pouring into them treasures 
which cannot be estimated at a less sum than several millions a year, 
In the metropolis alone, the value of the liquid refuse annually 
carried into the ‘Thames, and lost to agriculture, amounts, according 
to the very lowest estimate, to half a million pounds, and according 
to the highest to little snort of four millions. 

Nove. Construction or Miuus, — It =r in the year 1832, that 
M. Bogardin, of New York, took put a patent for what has been 
since called * Eccentric Mills,” for the Ardi of flour, dyeing ma- 
terials, and other drogues, whose performances were surely exag- 
gerated, if it was asserted that cast iron could be ground by these 
means. But it is certain that the rotatory movements of the grinding 
surfaces, being of a particular kind, produce in this engine 4 greater 
degree of trituration on the substances submitted to their operation, 
With all the advantages of this discovery (since improved by Messrs. 
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Sharp and Roberts, of Manchester), they laboured under several dis- 
advantages, viz. that only one sort of flour can be ground; thus the 
coarser substances submitted to this action became heated during the 
Operation, &e. M. Daniel Heildorfer, engineer and carriage manu- 
facturer, at Vienna, states now that he has improved these eccen- 
tric mills to that effect, that all the above inconveniences are removed, 
and, moreover, a greater simplicity of construction, and a greater 
amount of working achieved. M. H’s mills may be moved b 
either manual, animal, or steam power, and are accessible, by ther 
compact size and moderate expense, even to the tradesman of small 
means, 


Narionat Epveation-—It is to remedy a great practical evil that 
the present measures of the Committee of Council are main'y 
directed. Admitting, for argument’s sake, that the voluntary system 
has to a certain extent founded and multiplied schools, ic has cer- 
tainly not created, educated, or remunerated schoolmasters. ‘lhe 
direct, evident, and undeniable effect of the minutes of Council of 
August and December last is to raise the profession of schoolmasters, 
by doing that for them which has not been done, and cannot be done, 
by mere voluntary assistance. ‘Ihe report shows that whilst means 
of improvement and advancement are thus to be placed within the 
reach of all those who are engaged in the education of the poor, these 
advantages are accompanied by no restrictions whatever of their 
personal independence—by no preferences of one form of religious 
belief over another—by no room for the exercise of favour of Govern- 
ment patronage, since these honours and rewards may be claimed, as 
of right, by every man who is able to deserve them by his acquire- 
menis, or to earn them by his labour—by no interposition of the 
authority of the state between the schoolmaster and the managers of 
the school, who retain every portion of their power, including the 
additional power of assisting him by their certificate to obtain remu- 
neration suited to his deserts. 

Tue Government Scueme or Epnucation.—At a meeting held 
on Wednesday, in Liverpool, the Rev. J. Martineau moved a reso- 
lution declaratory of the right and duty cf government to educate 
the people. After a brief historical view of the progress of educa- 
tion, the rev. gentleman expressed his high approval of the govern- 
ment measure, of which he recited the leading provisions. He ap- 
prehended thas all who denied the right of the state to educate the 
people, assumed that that right was vested in the parent of the 
child. But the state, in affording aid, did not subvert that right. 
Did not our laws require the parent to give the child a maintenance? 
If so, the abstract right to interfere was already conceded. The in- 
terference of the state with education was nota novelty, he con- 
tended, Acts for this purpose were passed by the Scottish legisla- 
ture so early as the fifteenth century. In the New England states 
of America, scarcely a citizen could be found who would dream of 
disputing the undoubted right of the state to see the children edu- 
cated, When government, he held, followed crime by punishment, 
it was bound to do all it could to prevent crime, by furnishing ade- 
quate instruction, Previous to a penal we should have an educa- 
tional system. He proceeded to contend that the voluntary system 
had failed, and said two years ago he was instrumental in procurin 
returns as tothe means and state of education in the borough of 
Liverpool, It was then found that the total number of children 
between five and 14 years of age receiving instruction amounted to 
sears whereas the actual population between those ages was 64,820 
children. 
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Wixpsor. — Lord Brownlow Cecil, the second son of the Marquis 
of Exeter, who was thrown from his horse Jack, while riding for the 
Five Sovereign Sweepstakes, at the Windsor Steeple Chases on 
Tuesday, met with more severe injuries than was at first anticipated. 
His horse, which had cleared the last brook beautifully, and had got 
the lead by several lengths, fell at the second fence after the brook, 
throwing its rider, and partially rolling over him. Before he could 
be dragged away by the bystanders, his lordship was struck by the 
next horse, which was over the brook, and rendered for a time insen- 
sible. Upon being taken to the infantry barracks, and placed under 
the care of Mr. Richardson, the regimental surgeon to the Scots 
Fusilier Guards, in which regiment his lordship holds a commission, 
it was found that his shoulder was dislocated, in addition to a severe 
wrist sprain, and bruises on various parts of the body — the latter 
being occasioned, as it is supposed, by his horse rolling over him, 
The shoulder was set within an hour alter the accident, and up to 
yesterday evening his lordship was going on very favourably. 

“Wr, tHe Peorre or Great Brrrain.” — A public meeting of 
the inhabitants of Alva, a small village in Stirlingshire, was held on 
the 24th ult., for the purpose of taking into consideration the fast-day 
proclamation of her Majesty. The following resolutions were 
adopted unanimously :— 1st. “That in the opinion of this meeting 
it is the bad laws, institutions, and arrangements of society, that are 
the causes of the present distress.” 2d. ‘That in the opinion of 
this meeting her Majesty's councillors are entirely ignorant of the 
causes of the present distress, as is manifest from the nature of the 
remedy they propose, and that we therefore memorialise her Majesty 
to dismiss her present advisers, and draw around her practical men 
more suited to the wants of the age.” 


Tue Cuetsea Pensioners. — The out-pensioners of the Royal 
Hospitals of Chelsea and Kilmainham have received notice that for 
the future, agreeably to the provisions of the bill lately introduced 
by the Right Hon, Fox Maule, their pensions will be paid without 
the deduction of five ‘per cent. —an impost which, after years of 
useless complaint, they have, owing to the determination of Mr, 
Maule, succeeded in removing. 


Mancnestrex. — On a field in the outskirts of Manchester there is 
erected a board, on which is painted the following (rather tempting 
notice; — “ Five Pounds Reward. Any person found breaking 
down or removing any rails or posts from the fences of this estate, 
shall upon conviction receive the above reward.” We omit the name 
of the solicitor to whom application is to be made for the reward, 
lest he should be pestered with a crowd of applicants, willing, for the 
sake of the 5/. offered, to break down as many fences as might be 
thought desirable, and to find witnesses to convict them of the offence. 

Sourn Devon, — The apple-trees in the orchards in this county 
presenta fine appearance of bud; some trees are already in full 
bloom. ‘There is every prospect at present of a large quantity of 
cider being made, ‘lhe weather is very mild, and fine showers of 
rain have fallen; vegetation is growing rapidly. The hedge-rows 
are decked with numerous sorts of wild flowers; the woods and 
groves resound with the joyous melodies of the feathered songsters. 
All nature looks beautiful and gay in this part of Devon's fair 
county, 

Tue Taw Vattry Raitway. — Last week, John Mitchell, a 
labourer, was with one of the waggons on that part of the railway 
which is near Penhill, and, as another waggon was coming against 
him, his duty was to unhook the horses and turn off, which he neg- 
lected to doin time; consequently he was caught between the two 
waggons, and crushed to death. The deceased was twenty-eight 
years of age, and has left a widow and child to deplore the melancholy 
event. 

Brazits ann La Prata.—H.M. packet Seagull, arrived at Fal- 
mouth on the 6th, bringing news from the Brazils and La Plata. 
The Seagull left Rio de Janeiro on the 14th of Feb., and her dates 
from Monte Video are to the Sist of Jan, No political news of im- 
portance from Brazil has reached us by this arrival. The * Rio de 
Janeiro Mercantile Journal” of the 13th of January contains some 
remarks on money affairs which would lead to the conclusion that 
the government had been tampering with the paper currency, from 
which resulted the extraordinary abundance of money then prevail- 
ing. Itis suggested, moreover, that taking advantige of this easy 
state of money affairs, the government had been raising loans quietly 
in order to provide funds tur remittance in payvmeut of the interest 
of the foreign debt, and to cover the excess of expenditure over 
income. 

Ovex-rep Lrecnes. — The Paris police have just made a seizure 
of 6000 leeches at the shop of a dealer in the Passage de Venice, for 
being what are called gorgées — Leeches are sold by size, and in order 
to make them large, certain dealers allow them to suck the blood of 
animals, Thus they obtain a larger piice than they otherwise would;

Mademoiselle—I have received, through tbe hands of Mr. Lumley’s solicitor, 
a copy of a letter with your signature, dated Vienna, the 28th ultimo, and before 
I reply to the offer you have therein made, I must take leave to correct some of 
the assertions it contains. You know perfectly well that, as respects the ‘* Camp 
of Silesia,” had you not broken your contract, M. Meyerbeer undertook to lend 
me its music, and to come to England and conduct it į and as respects the other 
opera you agreed to play (“La Sonnambula”’), its translation and all its music 
have been for years in this theatre. 

You were induced, in the first instance, to violate your engagement through 
the misrepresentations made to you by parties in Mr. Lumley’s interest, well 
known to me, affecting my own character and that of my theatre ; and your re- 
solution was confirmed by the enormous offers, in excess of mine, subsequently 
made you. I owe it, therefore, to my own honour to make such stipulations 
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with you in any proposed arrangement arising out of your want of faith, as will 
exonerate me to my public from appearing to have broken mine. 

You offer me 2000/. to annul your contract with me; but, acting on the 
soundest legal advice, I shall lay my damages at a far larger sum, if compelled to 
proceed against you. 

As, however, my object is to maintain the integrity of this establishment, by 
the engagements Ï enter into, and not with fines offered by those who break 
them, 1 will consent to take the 20002. you offer, as a partial compensation, and 
trust for any further indemnity to the result of your singing three times in this 
theatre (before you sing elsewhere in England), in any language you prefer. 

This is a sine qua non with me, as I am determined, as far as I have the power, 
to falsify the assertions of those who have ventured to malign me. I have the 
honour to be, &c.,, ?

A letter received on Wednesday, and datcd the 31st of March, an- 
nounces the arrival of Mr, Lumley the previous day at Munich. 
In this city it is reported that his gifted charge will appear three 
nights, to satisfy the expectant curiosity of the gallant King of Ba- 
varia and his subjects. That time, however, may not be lost, 
the opera chosen by Mademoiselle Lind for her debút has been pnt 
in rehearsal, in order that she may appear as early as possible after 
her arrival in London. 
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MRS. NESBITT (LADY BOOTHBY). 


When Mrs, Nesbitt left the stage some three years since, every 
one who could appreciate her talent and her private worth rejoiced 
at the apparent good fortune that had befallen her, though they 
mourned the heavy loss the stage was about to experience. The 
honoured names of Lady Craven, Lady Derby, the Countess of 
Essex, the Duchess of St. Alban’s, Lady Becher, and other orna- 
ments of the peerage and baronetage, suggested themselves to the 
recollection, and it was hoped and believed that she who had been 

re-eminent for her virtues as a sister and a daughter would now 
nave a fairer opportunity than she before possessed of adorning 
society as an exemplary wife in an exalted position. ‘The early death, 
however, of Sir William Boothby, whose wife Mrs. Nisbett became, 
and the fact of his having omitted to make due provision for her in 
his will, while it demonstrated her disinterestedness — some will call 
it improvidence— at the same time established what Baillie Mac- 
wheeble pathetically terms, ‘the instability of human affairs.” Sir 
Wm. Boothby had willed 300/. a-year to his former wife, and divided 
the remainder of his property among his children (the eldest of 
whom succeeded to the baronetcy), but had deferred the alteration 
of a testament which the death of the first lady had in a measure 
rendered a dead letter; and Lady Boothby, either too independent to 
accept a maintenance from the offspring of the first marriage, or 
requiring for those who still depend on her (a mother, sister, brothers) 
more than could be well assigned, was compelled to recur to the 
honourable profession which she formerly pursued with so much 
eclat. She is now announced to appear next week as Constance in 
The Love Chase. The thousands who remember her triumphs in this 


part—and the thousands to whom it is beautiful tradition — will, 


rejoice at the’ accident which has thus placed one of the highest 
dramatic pleasures within their grasp. It is a cruel thing for Mrs. 
Nesbitt ¢wice in her life to be compelled to return to the stage, but it 
is a happy circumstance for the public; and we confess that our re- 
gret for the present private misfortune is almost merged in our satis- 
faction at the great popular gain. 

Mrs. Nesbitt — for such again, we suppose, we must call her, since 
she is so called in the bills—is the daughter of a Mr. Macnamara, 
who left the army after the Peninsular war, married, and under the 
name of Mordaunt became an actor. He was well connected, the 
Cranstones and ‘T'yrwhitts being relations of his; but his habits were 
dissipated, and he was soon obliged to quit the profession he had 
adopted. His little daughter Louisa, whom he had trained in early 
life to the profession, then came forward to aid in supporting her 
mother, and after a few struggles made her début at Drury Lane 
under the management of Mr. Stephen Price, when she was but 
sixteen years of age. Her success was considerable. In the twenty- 
first year of her age Louisa Mordaunt married Captain Nisbett of 
the Life Guards, who had been attracted by her beauty and talent, 
and retired at once from the stage. But they had not been married 
many months before Cavtain N. was killed by a fall from his horse; 
his property went into Chancery, and his young widow was obliged 
to resume her professional avocations. And from that time, 1831, 
until 1844, she shared with Vestris all the honours and the triumphs 
of English comedy. Mrs. Nesbitt is now thirty-eight years of age— 
the very prime of life — and is still a very charming person, As an 
actress of the higher class of comedy she has not been approached 
for twenty years. Miss Chester was the last of the “genteel” 
comedians, in the days when the legitimate drama stood on a lofty 

innacle, and she was certainly the personification of grace. Mrs, 
Nisbett is scarcely her inferior in the refinements of the art, and adds 
to her merit in that respect the possession of those joyous qualities 
that exquisite abandon, which made the charm of the Jordans, 
Davisons, Edwins, and—claram et venerabile nomen !— the Glovers 
of the era of high art. We are sure she will be welcomed back with 
enthusiasm, and the walls of “the little theatre in the Haymarket,” 
where she resumes her ascendancy, will long and often, we hope, 
ring again with the “silvery laugh,” which poor Mrs, Cornwall 
Wilson justly compared to 


Bells on the breeze of summer born. 
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THE BERLIN THEATRE, 

Last week we presented to our readers sketches of the interior of 
her Majesty’s and of Covent Garden Theatres, our two great metro- 
politan temples, dedicated to Melpomene and Terpsichore. Cana 
more appropriate companion picture be found than the one which we 
now submit for the approval of our friends — the new Opera House 
at Berlin? We think that when they retlect that that noble edifice 
lias been the scene of triumph of Mendelssohn Bartholdy and 
Meyerbeer, who conduct its performances and guide its councils, 
they will agree with us that there cannot. 

‘The building stands on the site of the old one, which was destroyed 
by fire in June, 1843, lt was opened on the 7th December, 1844, 
exactly fifteen months after that disastrous occurrence, and 102 years 
after the opening of the old house by Frederick the Great, who is 
known to have designed the plans, although they are commonly attri- 
buted to Knobelsdorff, who, however, was. merely the builder, and 
not the architect; a fact proved by a document stili extant, addressed, 
in his own hand-writing, to his royal master, and which runs thus:— 

Sire, — l'ai l'honneur de présenter & Votre Majesté les Plans de la maison de 
l'Opera, qui Elle a formé Elle même, et dont il Lui à plu de me confier LI'E xe 
cution, etc. 

‘The interior of the house corresponds in almost all respects with 
its predecessor, agrevably to the express commands of the reigning 
King of Prussia; but in many internal arrangements important 
changes and improvements have been introduced, both as regards 
additional accommodation and embellishments, 

Our view is taken from the pit or parterre looking towards the 
stage, A casual glance may perhaps convey the impression, that the 
space allotted for the audience has been reduced; but upon closer 
inspection it will be fouud that the peculiar form and construction of 
the proscenium deceives the eye, and that the space for the public 
has in reality been considerably increased. The decorations are 
splendid, and in the best possible taste, combining chaste elegance 
with classic propriety. ‘The entrance to the royal box, which occu- 
pies the centre of the first tier, is separated from the public one. 

On the 5th of December, 1844, gratuitous admission was granted 
to the rehearsal of the musical offering composed by Meyerbeer in 
commemoration of the completion of the theatre, which was attended 
by the King and the members of his family. The scene is said to 
have been most exciting. His Majesty's presence and that of the 
two celebrate d men whose genius was the theme of praise and admi- 
ration in all parts of the civilised world, was the signal for a furore 
of acclaim and cheering such as has not since been neard at Berlin, 
and perhaps never again wil, 

With the new house is associated another exciting recollection, 
which will not easily fade from memory. It was here that Jenny 
Lind attained her present unrivalled reputation, and warbled those 
captivating “ wood notes wild” to which we hope we shall soon have 
an opportunity of listening in Her Majesty's ‘Theatre, 
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FINE ARTS.

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CENTRAL CRIMINAL COURT. 


This court resumed its sittings'on Monday before the recorder, the 
sheriffs, and the other authorities of the city of London who usually 
attend. 

‘There are at present 220 prisoners for trial, which considering the 
extended period that has elapsed since the last session, would be 
rather lese than the average number of committals. With the ex- 
ception of one charge of murder, and two of manslaughter, the cases 
are of the ordinary description, The recorder commenced his 
charge to the grand jury by referring to some of the ordinary duties 
of grand juries, ana said they were not necessarily confined to the 
mere presentation of true bills against some parties, and of ignored 
ones with regard to others, but their attention was likewise directed 
to the best means for the prevention as well as the punishment of 
crime. It was an important part of their duty to devote their atten- 
tion to the working of the laws of their country, and the effect of the 
punishment inflicted either upon adults or juvenile offenders, ‘There 
appeared to be an absence of Systematic education and restraint of 
the young in many of the parochial districts, A great many young 
persons were left unprotected and without a proper home or asylum 
while their parents were engaged in their daily occupation, and were 
thus exposed to great temptation, This neglect of parents might be 
obviated by having some asylum, provided for children so circum- 
stanced, and thus a great deal of juvenile crime, he considered, might 
be prevented. Upon the same principle, he thousht that magistrates 
might be empowered to dismiss the first charge against a juvenile 
offender where it was of a trivial character, but taking care that the 
master or parent should enter into some security for- hia future good 
behaviour, His lordship went on to observe that it was sterner 
to see that the legislature were keenly alive to these conden ene 
and he trusted that some great and comprehensive scheme would ul- 
timately be carried out, having for its object the refurmation of th 
criminal class of the community. The recorder concluded b ti 
markıng, that although many of the cases bore a very serjous Sein 
it did not appear to him that any of them involved a difficuly in 
point of law, and he should therefore not trouble them with ki 
lengthened observations respecting them, but should at once dismi j 
them to the performance of their duties, PA 

Op Courr.—Dennis Cronin surrendered to take his trial 
indicument charging him with the manslaughter of Sarah Ellen C ol- 
lyer. ‘The indictment alleged, that the deceased was sick sit ai 3 
tempered, and that the defendant undertook to treat her in a iedioai 
capacity, and in the course of that treatment administered to her 5 
certain noxious and destructive compound, composed of spirit of am. 
monia, prussic acid, and bitter almond water, which cuie herjdeath. 
Several witnesses were examined, but their evidence satisfied the 
court that the guilty party, if any, was the chemist who com rounded 
the mixture, and who did not adhere to the prescription, Me. Wak- 
Jey's conduct was animadverted upon by the counsel for the course 
he had pursued towards the prisoner, ‘I'he learned judge (Coleridge) 
stayed the case, and the jury returned a verdict of è Not guilty.” 

Nay Counr.—On Wednesday the grand jury brought HA true 
bill against Zhomas Brooks, charged with the murder of Wiliam 
Gabart, at Shoreditch, 

Tue MURDER IN SHOREDITCH, = Ory Thursday, Thomas Brooks 
aged 21, and described as an umbrella-maker, was placed at the bar, 


and indicted for the wilful murder of William Gabart, by shootin® 
him on the 17th of March last. The prisoner seemed borne dow" 
by the weight of the awful charge against him. He looked wretched 
and care-worn, and immediately after he was placed at the bar he 
raised his handkerchief to his eyes and burst into tears. He is of 4 
very spare figure, and has a very youthful “appearance. Certainly, 
looking at him in the dock, we would hardly imagine that he could 
commit so fearful a crime as that of murder. The first witness exa- 
mined was W. Eaton, tinplate worker, residing near the scene 0 

the murder. The chief point in his, evidence was the fact of the pri- 
soner having threatened, in the course of the quarrel with deceased, 
“to put a bullet into him.” James Vadkins gave the same evidence, 
but stayed and saw the flash of the gun fired, which was about ten 
minutes after he heard the threat made. Mary Jarvis, a young girl 
who was in Hare Court during the quarrel, stated on the ‘contrary it 
was the prisoner who was threatened by the deceased and his asso- 
clates “to have ‘a bullet put through his head.” She also asserted 
that she heard the previous witnesses swear at and call the prisoner 
names, and they had evidently come to assist the deceased on his part 
against the prisoner. Other evidence of a like conflicting nature 
was adduced, and the case closed for the prosecution. After a very 
able defence by Mr. Clarkson, who contended that the deceased was 
the author of his own death, and‘observed, ‘* No doubt the deceased and 
the other young men concerted together for the purpose of goading 
the prisoner, and of leading him into violence, and that he was in- 
duced to come out in order that they might annoy him. He was not 
there po justily Or to excuse the act of the prisoner. He had been 
guilty of a grievous act of violence; but, looking at the whole of the 
case, he apprehended that they could not convict him of murder. 

Nothing had been adduced to show that the prisoner loaded the gun 
for the purpose of shooting the deceased. It was equally possible that 
the deceased simply came to the door for the purpose of frightening,the 
deceased and others with the gun, and that a struggle ensued between 
him and the deceased for the possession of the gun, and that the ram- 
rod fell out and {the gun went off and killed the deceased.” ‘The 
learned counsel concluded by an earnest appeal to the jury on be- 
half of the prisoner. 

Mr. Justice Coleridge then elaborately and carefully summed up 
the evidence, and clearly explained to the jury the difference between 
murder and manslaughter. The jury retired to consider their ver- 
dict, and returned into court in half an hour witha verdict of * Man- 
slaughter.” Mr. Justice Coleridge sentenced the prisoner, in the 
most impressive manner, to be transported for life.

HINTS, FACTS, AND FANCIES. 


Tur Istanp or Logos. — This island, at which the American 
forces are concentrating, preparatory to a descent upon Alvarado and 
Vera Cruz, is thus described by a correspondent of the “ Philadelphia 
North American,” who writes from Lobos under date of March 7, : 
—“ The island of Lobos is a lovely spot, formed entirely of coral, 
about two miles in circumference, twelve miles from the Mexican 
shores, about sixty miles from Tampico, and some one hundred and 
thirty from Vera Cruz. It is covered (or was before we landed) 
with a variety of trees and shrubs, the highest of the former perhaps 
twenty-five feet high, and these are so thickly covered with vines 
that one can hardly get through them, There is hardly a tree, or 
shrub, or plant growing here I have ever seen before. Banyan trees, 
spreading over large spaces of ground, their limbs forming props as 
they pierce into the earth and take root, while the tops, thickly 
thatched with evergreen vines, form most beautiful arbours. Lemon, 
lime, fig, palm, cane, and a hundred other species of wood, are grow- 
ing with all the freshness and beauty of the Indies. There is plenty 
of water to be had by digging four to six feet. It is brackish and 
sweet, but we are getting used to it, and like it nearly as well as ship 
water, Fish and sea fowl we have in profusion. With these we 
have a delightful sea air that fourteen hours out of the twenty-four 
makes the place pleasant. It will be difficult, | imagine, to convince 
you who read this scrawl beside great coal fires that we are literally 
roasting during a portion of the day. ‘The sun is so hot that our 
faces and arms are blistered if exposed but a few minutes. The 
universal remark among the volunteers is, if this is winter what will 
summer be, But, with all, our regiment is getting along remark- 
ably well. ‘There are very few sick, and they are from the country ; 
none dangerous,

Maaniricenr Premiums, —We need hardly draw attention spe-' 
cially to the announcement of two premiums, the one of 1800., 
and the other of 600}, to the authors of the best treatises on the 
“ Evidences of the Being and Attributes of the Deity.” The 
founder of this magnificent endowment, with that unaffected humility 
which distinguished him, expressly desired that his name should not 
be mentioned in the advertisement; but there can be no reason for our 
concealing what will soon be well known, that it is a citizen'of Aber- 
deen, the late Mr. John (Burnett, of Dens, to whom theological 
science owes this liberal encouragement. T'he name of Mr. Burnett 
as a great benefactor to this locality must be already familiar to cur 
readers; but we gladly seize this opportunity, when it will come 
more conspicuously before the public, of paying a brief tribute to: so 
estimable a character. Possessed of a fortune which he had acquired 
in business as a merchant in Aberdeen, Mr. Burnett regularly set 
apart a large proportion of his income for public and private charity. 
His personal character appears, from the recollections that have been 
preserved of him, to have been peculiarly amiable. Mr, Burnett 
died in 1784, and provided by his settlements for the management and 
application of his different schemes of uscfulness. It would not be 
easy to enumerate them all; but the two principal funds continue to 
be administered by the Synod of Aberdeen, and by the managers of 
the Aberdeen Infirmary, along with his trustees, under the judicious 
rules laid down by himself. ‘he endowment of the premiums now 
announced was an object in which iis founder was deeply interested. 
The endowment only comes into operation every forty years from 
1774. In 1814, the judges (Dr. Gilbert Gerard, of King’s College, 
and Dr. Hamilton and Dr, Glennie, of Marischal Colle re), unani- 
mously awarded the first premium to the late Principal Brown, and 
the second to the Rev, J. B. Sumner, then of Eton, now Bishop of 
Chester.

Heatru or Towns.—Lord _Morpeth’s Bill for improving the 
health of towns has just been distributed, It consists of 52 clauses. 
Clause 1, empowers her Majesty to appoint four commissioners (the 
head of the Woods and Forests being the first fcommissioner) of 
health and works. 2. Entitles two to act. Sand 4. Enables them 
to have a seal, and to appoint inspectors and officers. The following 
clauses empower commissioners to inquire into state of towns, in- 
spectors to report, giving to towns fourteen days’ notice of their in- 
tention to visit, previous to report, Inspectors to have power to 
summon witnesses, there being a penay for their refusing. 11. 
Obliges inspectors’ report to be Published “in the towns one month 
before it is presented to her Majesty, 12, and 13, Provide for order 
in council to be issued to enforce the act, 15. Makes mayor and al- 
dermen town commissioners under the act in Corporate towns. 16. 
Provides for extension of boroughs, 17. Orders council to be en- 
larged where a ward is added, 18. Regulates town commissioners 
in non-corporate towns. They are to be not more than twenty-seven 
in number, each possessed of 10007, or rated to the poor on a pro- 
perty of 30/, annually, two-thirds of them to be elected by the rate- 
payers, one-third appointed by the crown. 19. Relates to the me- 
tropolis (exclusive of the city of London), divides it into districts, 
and the same mode of forming the council observed, except that the 
elected must have 5000/, property, or be rated upon an annual value 
of 501.

Ececrric Terecrarn.—An experiment, completely successfu 
was witnessed on Saturday last, in the Isle of Wight, of the powers 
of Mr. Nott’s electric telegraph. A perfect and rapid communica- 
tion was established between East and West Cowes by means of a 
single wire sunk across the channel. The telegraphs were attached, 
one being placed at the Medina Hotel, and the other at the opposite 
side of the channel, near the Fountain Hotel, The signal bells were 
then rung simultaneously, and the telegraphs commenced working, 
and communicating questions and answers with the greatest precision 
and certainty with a galvanic battery of low power, showing that a 
single isolated wire immersed in the water could carry the electric 
current a distance of half a mile. The water brought back the cur- 
rent to its source without the slightest perceptible dispersion or loss 
of the dynamic power. This experiment demonstrates the perfect 
practicability of submarine communication, and the question as to its 
application may be said to be satisfactorily RES The conse- 
quences can scarcely be as yet appreciated, though they are wonder- 
ful to contemplate. Instantaneous communication may be established 
between places divided by estuaries and channels, and islands and 
continents brought into immediate proximity of correspondence,

A New Execratc Tereora PH, — The “ Echo Saumurois” states 
that at this moment there js being established on the Tours and 

antes Railway, an apparatus composed of an iron wire extending 
from one end of the railway to the other. An electric current is to 
Pass constantly along the wire, and by means of small pistons placed 
at intervals of 200 yards, whenever a train is in motion, its passage at 
each point of the railway will be indicated to the fixed machine by 
the movement of a small piston, which by interrupting the electric 
current for a moment, will designate the number of the post before 
which the train is passing. By these means the director of the fixed 
machine will receive information almost every second as to the speed 
of the train in motion and as to the position occupied by it. It is 
unnecessary to insist on the importance of such an indication. By 
always knowing the exact position of a train on its passage, it will 
enable the conductor to moderate the speed of the trains, and to send 
assistance with greater promptitude in cases of accident, so as to pre~ 
vent the interruption of the railway as much as possible.

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Tancred ; or the New Crusade. By B. Disraeli, M.P. Three vols.

This new book has gone the round of the press, with very differ- 
ently expressed opinions as to its value or excellence. We believe, 
therefore, that the various critics have dealt fairly with the work, and 
have written their notices under a bona fide impression of judgment 
after perusal. The differences of opinion thus expressed we take to 
be sufficient corroboration of our own, that “ Tancred” is really 
equal in every respect to any of the preceding works of a similar 
character, upon which Mr. Disraeli founds his claims for reputation 
and popularity as a successful novel writer, 

Tancred, Marquis of Montacute, and heir of the dukedom o 
Bellamont, is a shy, reserved man from circumstances of early 
education. Deeply immersed in thoughts on religious subjects, his 
whole soul is bent on one object —a visit to the Holy Land, in order 
to penetrate the “ great Asian mystery.” On his coming of age his 
parents have laid out their plans for him, namely, that he should 
have a seat in parliament, take to wife a cousin already selected for 
him, and settle down quietly in the country. To their astonishment 
he states his peculiar views — that he neither wishes to go into par- 
liament nor marry ; but that the one hope of his heart is to visit the 
Holy Land— the Holy Sepulchre. In this dilemma, after sundry 
consultations, they bring Lord Eskdale, a cousin, to their aid, who 
suggests plans displaying much knowledge of the world to wean the 
youthful marquis from his wayward inclinations; all however in 
vain, and Tancred departs. His journey and adventures in the 
Holy Land fill the three volumes, in which the versatile genius of 
Mr. Disraeli, and his intimate knowledge of human nature, have 
ample opportunities of display in the characters and scenes pour- 
trayed. We wish our limits admitted us to make anything like a 
connected outline of the plot, or rather of the succession of exciting 
circumstances which make up the story. All we can do in justice to 
the author is to conclude our netice with one short extract, as a 
specimen of the style and mode of thinking adopted in the com- 
position of “ Tancred.” 

We moralise among ruins: it i3 always when the game is played that we dis- 
cover the cause of the result. It is a fashion intensely European, the habit of 
an organisation that, having little imagination, takes refuge in reason, and care- 
fully locks the door when the steed is stolen. A community has crumbled to 
pieces, and it is always accounted for by its political forms or its religious modes. 
There has been a deficiency in what is called checks in the machinery of govern- 
ment; the definition of the suffrage has not been correct ; what is styled re- 
sponsibility has, by some means or other, not answered; or, on the other hand, 
people have believed too much or too little in a future state, have been too 
much engrossed by the present, or too much absorbed in that which was to 
come. But there isnot a form of government which Damascus has not experi- 
enced, excepting the representative, and not a creed which it has not acknow- 
ledged, excepting the Protestant.

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MISCELLANEOUS. 

Apvornecantes’ Act, —Caurion ro Parties Practistnc. — The 
first conviction in any Court under this Act (55 Geo. 3. c. 139, ) took 
place at the Bolton Borough Sessions on Saturday last, by indict- 
ment for a misdemeanour, ‘The defendant was Ellis Fliteroft, a 
bricklayer, but of late agent for Dr. Coffin, of 5. Faulkner Street, 
Manchester, for the sale of “ Capsicum ‘lobelia,” and, as he stated, 
“herbs, roots, and barks,” Mr. Brandt appeared for the prosecution, 
and Mr, Sowler for the defence, ‘The indictment charged him with 
practising as an apothecary contrary to the Act, and evidence was 
called to show that two inquests had been held in Bolton, arising out 
of his having administered this “herbs, roots, and barks,” to the 
parties. Mr, Brandt insisted very strongly upon the evils resulting 
from uncertificated persons practising, and the risks arising from 
their tampering with human life. Mr. Sowler argued that Futeroft 
had not practised within the meaning of the statute auy more than 
Mir, Morison the hygeist, Cockle, or any other person of the kind, 
and that he was merely an avent for Dr. Coffin. ‘The case occupied 
about three hours and a half, and the jury returned a verdict of guiity. 
F literoft was then ordered into custody, and sentenced to one month's 
imprisonment in the House of Correction at Salford. 

Sover’s Monk, Kircnen, — On Monday M. Soyer exhibited an 
experimental trial of his cooking apparatus, in the Msplanade, at the 
Royal Barracks. His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant was present, 
with his family and staff. ‘The vice-regal party arrived at three 
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o'clock r.m., and were conducted to the tent where the cooking appa- 
ratus had been in operation, They were speedily followed by a 
numerous train of visitors, who accommodated themselves, standing 
at the outside of a range of tables which extended along the a 
of the tent. Soups of various kinds were then served, and the com- 
pany having discussed the merits of each decoction, the signal bell to 
retire was tolled, and the great people gave way to an equal number 
of paupers, The contrast was striking, A moment before and a 
great number of lovely faces smiled their approval of everything 
they saw, and a moment after decrepid age, upon whose faces it 
would be hard to say whether time or hunger had made tke most 
havoc, were ranged at the same table. Several ‘of. the vice-regal 
party remained inside the square formed by the range of tatles, whilst 
the poor people were enjoying their meal, and the pleasure which 
these benevolent personages derived was visible upon every coun- 
tenance. 

Tue Fine ar Hinernra Wuarr,—On Tuesday, Mr. W. Payne 
the city coroner, and a respectable jury, assembled at the Bridge 
House Hotel, London Bridge, for the purpose of inquiring into the 
circumstances connected with the extensive fire that occurred at 
Hibernia Wharf, Montague Close. Mr, Monroe said he was the 
foreman of Hibernia Wharf, and in the employ of Alderman Hum. 
phery. He left the premises for the last time at twenty minutes 
past two o'clock on Sunday morning. He was the last person in the 
warehouse. When he left he locked up the premises, and carried 
the keys home with him. The warehouse was lighted with three as 
burners, and it was witness’s duty to extinguish the lights Hefoeeihe 
left, which he did. The last gas light he put out was in the count- 
ing-house, where he lighted a candle, and on getting to the door he 
pinched the snuff and placed the candle outside of the building. The 
men on the wharf were not allowed to smoke, and they never did so 
The goods on the premises were of a general description. There 
were in one part about 200 pockets of hops; in another part there 
was a quantity of rags and a few bales of shoddy. A juror here ex- 
plained that shoddy was a dressing of Yorkshire cloth, and the most 
dangerous article that could be placed in any building. It was of an 
oily nature, and the least quantity of water caused it to ignite. He 
(the juror) had been obliged himself to throw some into the Thames 
on several occasions. William Wilkinson, sub-engineer at the South- 
wark Bridge Road station, said that shortly after his arrival, on one 
of the shutters being burned away, he saw that the gas pipe had 
melted, and the gas was burning, which could not have been the case 
if the gas had been turned off at the main. He found the wrench on 
the main, but the pipe was so rusty that it could not be turned. It 
had evidently not been turned off that night. Monroe upon being 
re-called, admitted that he might have neglected to turn the main 
cock off. Other witnesses having been examined, and the coroner 
having summed up the evidence, the jury consulted and returned the 
following verdict i— That there is not sufficient evidence to enable 
them (the jurors) to decide how the fire originated, but, in their 
opinion, there is every probability that it arose from the spontaneous 
combustion of some bales of waste or shodd Hw 

Rosnery. — On Tuesday a young man of genteel appearance, and 
apparently about twenty-seven years of age, succeeded in obtaining 
15s. for a counterfeit sovereign, under the pretence of hiring apart- 
ments from Mrs. Haller, of No, 9. Ernest Street, Kennington, and 
leaving a deposit of 5s. During the momentary absence of Mrs. 
Haller to procure the materials for him to write down the address of 
his reference, he contrived to abstract from a table-drawer five silver 
teaspoons, & silver sugar tongs, and a gold watch, getting clear off 
with his booty. The same party has also succeeded in robbing 
several other people in the same way in that neighbourhood, 

InrEMPERANCE. — An Inquest was held before Mr. Baker, at the 
Two Brewers, Whitecross Street, on the body of Eliza Blower, of 
Whitecross Court. The deceased was much addicted to drinking, 
On Friday night last she Was in a dreadful state of intoxication 
drinking with her husband ‘in. the tap-room of the Two Brewers. 
She remained there for some time, until two females succeeded in 
taking her home. ~ On the following morning she was discovered 

uite dead. Mr. Powell, a surgeon, was called in and pronounced 
life to have been extinct some hours. He attributed death to apo- 
plexy from excessive drinking. A verdict was returned accordingly 

THE LATE AccIDENT ON THE Sour WESTERN Raitway — The 
man (Glazier) who received such frightful injuries on Good Friday 
evening at.the Nine Elms station of the South Western Railway, is 
progressing very favourably, He underwent amputation of the lower 

art of the right leg soon after his admission into St. Thomas's 
Hospital: which he bore with wonderful fortitude. The left foot is 
so much crushed, and the bones are in such an injured condition, that 
very faint hopes are entertained of saving the limb, which it is feared 
will likewise require amputation, The scalp wounds and fractured 
arm are going on very well, 

Suppen Deatu.—On Wednesday, as a respectable man was pass- 
ing along Tavistock Square, he was observed to Stagger and fall with 
rreat violence on the pavement, whilst at the same moment an im- 
mense stream of blood was observed to pour from his mouth. He 
was conveyed to a surgeon's in the neighbourhood, but death had 
been almost instantaneous, caused, it was believed by the sudden 
breaking of a blood- vessel of the heart, The deceased, being at the 
time unknown, was conveyed to St, Pancras workhouse, Where he 
has been since identified by his friends, i 

In the course of (Master Tuesday) the following extraordinary and 
fearful accidents occurred in various parts of the metropolis. The 
first happened to a man named Thomas ‘Thomas, who, in the fore- 
noon, proceeding along Rupert Street, Haymarket, in a tipsy state, 
slipped off the pavement and fell into the road with such force as to 
fracture his arm, besides Sustaining a severely lacerated wound of the 
scalp; he was taken by -police-constable 59 of the C division, to the 
Charing Cross Hospital, and placea under the care of the house- 
surgeon, with lite hopes of his recovery. ‘The second accident 
occurred to James Jones, who got his hand so severely jammed ia 
some printing machinery whilst in Operation, that two of his fingers 
on the right-hand are completely eut off, and upon being removed to 
the above hospital it Was considered that the process of amputation 
must be resorced to in order to prevent gangrene taking place. Tne 
third accident happened to alad named Joseph Orwood, in Covent 
Garden, It appears that he was in the attic, making some squibs 
and other pyrotechnie articles, when a quantity of gunpowder sud- 
denly exploded, and in a moment his face was completely disfigured, 
besides his hands being shattered in the most frightful manner; in 
fact, he has received Such injuries as to leave no hopes of his recovery. 
In the afternoon a frightful occurrence tock place in the Goswell 
Road to a female child, about two years old. The little creature was 
with two more children at play, on the spot where some new houses 
are in the course of erection, when a heavy piece of timber suddenly 
fell upon her left leg, and which presented a shocking spectacle, 
being literally smashed. She was removed at once to St. Bartholo- 
mew’s Hospital, when one of the surgeons immediately performed 
the process vf amputation. But tittle or no hopes are entertained of 
her recovery. An accident ofa distressing character was admitted 
into the University College Hospital. John Sewers, in endeavouring 
to cross Tottenham Court Road, came in contact with an omnibus, 
and was thrown down with such violence as to cause a spinal fracture 
and other serious injuries. He remains ina dangerous state. Ac- 
cident in Fleet Street.— Between five and six in the evening, an 
elderly female was in the act of crossing the road, at the bottom of 
Chancery Lane, when she was knocked down by a cab horse, driven 
ata furious pace. ie Was Conveyed into a neighbouring surgeon's, 
and it was found she had broken her arm, and received other injuries. 
The driver continued his pace, and escaped,

Bapen, MARCH 27.— The * Manheim Journal” of the above date 
says: — This evening three hundred men of one of our regiments 
patrolled the whole town, and visited all tne taverns and public houses, 
in order to see to the safety of the city, which, according to a gipsy 
prophecy, was to have been set on fire on the night of the 27th. 
Several families in Stephanie and Academy Streets had, a few days 
previous, commenced to pack up their linen and clothes, in readiness 
for any emergency. 


CABBAGES, &c. versus Potarors.—Mr. Colin Urquhart, farmer, 
Ross, has just planted a great number of cabbage plants, and sown & 
large quantity of carrot seed (both of which occupy fully an acre of 
ground) on his lands in this neighbourhood, in case the potato seed 
planted by him should fail this season, By way of experiment, he 
dug up several of the potatoes planted about'a fortnight ago, in order 
to ascertain the progress they were making, and found that they were 
sprouting beautifully. As no dependence, can, however, be placed 
upon the potato crop, we highly approve of Mr, Urquhart’s plan, 
and think it proper that all farmers should do likewise. 

Stavery 1x Excranp. — On the 2d inst., at midnight, the Prin- 
cess Helena steamer landed 56 Savoyard peasants at Folkestone in 
the most wretched state of filth and raggedness imaginable, we sup- 
pose to be employed as itinerant musicians and white-mice boys in 
London. The poor wretches were shivering with cold (it being a 
frosty night, with a keen wind from the north ), and in that state were 
kept for an hour in the harbour, the man in charge of them not being 
able to come to terms for a lodging for them, having only offered 
4s. 6d. for that purpose. However, the landlady of the Chequers 
kindly gave them a resting-place in her stables on the straw, where 
the poor creatures were huddled together like swine. Many persons 
assembled the next morning to see them depart, who commiserated 
their unhappy condition. Surely something might be done to pre- 
vent these poor fellows leaving their sunny climes to endure a life 
of slavery, privation, and misery, in England; the object being not 
to employ them as Jabourers, but to excite charity from the benevo- 
lent for the benefit of their inhuman masters. 

Pnovinentiat Escare.—As the down mail from Dublin to Cork 
was on the journey between Thurles and Cashel, on the night of 
Tuesday, the 30th of March, the coachman by some accident fell off 
the box, without the knowledge of the only outside passenger; the 
guard being alarmed at the fearful pace the horses were going, called 
to the driver to slacken his speed, but to his surprise received no an- 
swer until he bad roused the only passenger outside, who sat behind 
the coachman, and was informed by him that they had no driver. 
The guard, since ascertained to be John Conolly, at the imminent 
risk of his life, got over the roof (on which there was a great quan- 
tity of luggage), and when he saw there was no means of stopping 
the horses, Jumped from off the box on the back of one of the 
wheelers, and by great exertions succeeded in arresting the further 
progress of the team, after they had run over two miles; and had it 
not been for the courage and presence of mind, regardless even of 
life, of this experienced guard (fully fourteen years on the road), loss 
of life would most probably have been the result. He succeeded in 
taking the coach and passengers safely into Cashel, and delivered 
his mail; on doing which he procured the aid of a doctor, and both 
returned on a car in quest of the coachman, whom they found much 
and seriously injured, but it is to be hoped not fatally. 

INTERNATIONAL Coryricut.—M. Alexandre Dunker, an eminent 
bookseller of Berlin, has received the decoration of the Legion of 
Honour from {the King of the French, for a circumstance which 
more than the civil distinction honours the trade of which he is a 
member. His house in Berlin is one of those which deal most 
largely in French publications; and, anticipating the tardy action of 
international arrangement, he has for some years voluntarily re- 
signed a very large amount of profit by excluding from his transac- 
tions all piratical editions, and refusing to sell those issued by the 
equitable proprietors, 

Tue Austrian Army, — A reduction will take place in the 
Austrian army, to the amount of 8000 men; the troops which in the 
ordinary course would have been disbanded next year, will be dis- 
banded this. The saving made by this reduction will be one million 
of florins. Itis stated that Archduke Albert will be named civil 
and military governor of Galicia; and his brother, Archduke Charles 
Ferdinand, is to succeed him in the command of the forces in Lower 
Austria, 

Prorosat or Sir Joun Ross to rreacu tHe Norru Poir.— 
The following is an extract of a letter from Captain Sir John Ross, 
R.N., to Captain W. H. Smyth, R.N., president of the Royal As- 
tronomical Society : — ‘* Sir, — I beg leave to submit the following 
plan and proposal to the President and Council of the Royal Astro- 
nomical Society for their consideration : — ‘The measurement of an 
arc of the meridian has long been a desideratum, and the failure of 
every attempt that has been made at Spitzbergen for this desirable 
object, as well as the attempt made to reach the North Pole, has-been 
because the summer has been selected for that purpose ; whereas the 
spring should have been the season chosen,. namely, the months of 
April and May for both services, but which could not be put in exe- 
cution by the means hitherto adopted. 1 have now to inform the 
President and Council of the Royal Astronomical Society, that: I 
have submitted a plan to the Admiralty for carrying into execution 
these double and desirable objects, by wintering at Spitzbergen, and 
employing my officers and crew under the direction of the talented 
son of the celebrated Professor Schumacher, whom I have engaged 
for this purpose; while, at the proper season, it is my intention to 
attempt to reach the North Pole on sledges drawn by Swedish horses, 
being a modification of the plan proposed first by Dr. Scoresby, and 
of which that highly-talented and well-informed individual has given 
his most unqualified approbation. And from the year's experience I 
have had in Sweden in that mode of travelling, 1 can safely assert, 
that there is no other officer in the navy that possesses those advan- 
tages so necessary to complete success, of which neither Dr. Scoresby 
nor myself have the smallest doubt. I have made this statement in 
the hope that, when duly considered by the President and Council of 
the Royal Astronomical Society, they will be pleased to signify to 
me their opinion on the importance of the objects in question, and 
such a recommendation for its being put into execution as they may 
think fit.” 

New Cuurcn in THE Crry Roap, — A new and elegant church 
has been for some time in course of erection on the north side of the 
City Road, about an equal distance between the Angel and the 
Eagle Tavern, and is now nearly ready for consecration. It is in 
the early English style of architecture, and the plan consists of a 
nave and aisles, chancel, a north chapel to the chancel, continuous 
with the aisles, aud a tower in a corresponding position on the south. 
The north chapel is only to be distinguished externally by a broader 
buttress of separation; but the tower projects a little in advance of 
the north aisle. ‘he lower part of the tower is groined, and this 
and the north chapel open into the aisles and the chancel by large 
arches. A sacristy is placed on the angle between the north chapel 
and the chancel, the latter projecting some distance eastward, ‘Lhe 
new church is situate within a crescent of handsome houses. 

Tur New Comer.—This object, discovered on February 6, has, 
during the last twenty days, been visibie to the naked eye in the 
constellation Andromeda, shining as a star of the fourth magnitude, 
with a tail extending, on March 20, about four degrees from the 
nucleus. On the 30th of March, at noon, it was calculated that the 
comet was distant from the sun four times his apparent diameter, and 
nearly south-west of his centre. ‘The perihelion passage took place 
about six o'clock in the evening. ‘he diameter of the cometie ne- 
bulosity is about 65,000 miles, and that of the more condensed central 
part 8000: the tail extends more than 5,000,000 miles from the head.
